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But No Bond Election Is What West 
End Has.

SPECIAL MEETING OF THE COUNCIL. 


The Bond Election Was Postponed In- 
definitely — The Depressed Condi- 
tion of the County the Reason. 


A special meeting of the West End coun- 
ei] was held yesterday morning and impor- 
tant action was taken. 

The result of the meeting was that there 
will be no bond election and. that the West 
End academy will be a free school for at 
Jeast five month in every school year. 

The object of the meeting yesterday morn- 
ing was to consult in regard to the bond 
election. The question was discussed prv 
end con. ‘The depressed state of affairs was 
urged by Mr. W. I. Zachry as tending to 
show that it would be very difficult to place 
the bonds at anything like a fair price. 

After some argument on both sides of the 
bond election question Councilman Zachry 
Wntroduced the following resolution: 

Resolved, That owing to the depressed con- 
Gition of the county and the possible trouble 
‘€ifSre may be in placing any bonds, that this 
Council deems it advisaMe fo deiay the elec- 
'Gion for bonds, and do hereby indefinitely post- 
pone the election called for the 12th of June. 
: This resolution of Councilman  Zacury 
was adopted by the unanimous vote of the 
lous Mayor Nelms presiding and Council- 

en Hununicutt, Bunker, Miller and Zachry 
Deing preseoe. lt was evidently apparent to 
the council that the sentiment of tue people 
Was against the issuing of bonds aud in 
accordance with the wishes of their constit- 
ueucy the council took the action it did. 

Now it remains to be seen what West 
Hnd svill do for water. There is a strong 
sentiment abroad for annexation to Atlanta 
among those who were in favor of the bonds. 
Jt is well understood by the citizens of the 
pretty littie suburb that Sooner or jater they 
must have water and sewerage and there 
@re only two ways to get thei, ‘The first 
Way is by issuing bonds and this avenue 
has been practically set aside—closed up, and 
the other is by annexation to Atlanta. 

“We must have water and sewerage 
goon,” said Councilman Zachry to a Consti- 
tution reporter, “for if we don’t the town 
will soon become very unhealthy. There 
@re several reasons which might be urged 
for an annexation with Atlanta, but I do 
not care to express myself.as either favorable 
or unfavorable to coming into the. city, 
That question is for the citizens to decide 
for themselves.” 

In his conversation Mr. Zachry appeared 
to incline toward annexation, but * re- 
fused to give an expression of his personal 
feelings jn the matter. 

He spoke about the action of the council 
in making the West End aeademy a free 
school] and said it was the result of a com- 
munication from President Burgess Smith, 
of the board of education of West End. 

Now a Free School. 


After the election on water bonds was post- 
poned a communication from the president 
of the board of education was-read. In 
§n his letter President Smith set forth that 
there has been a growing demand for a free 
school in.West kind and, while there are 
a few opposed to such action, the greater 
part of the community are in favor of it. 

After a thorough discussion of the new de- 
parture the councTl adopted the following 
resolution, which was introduced by Council- 
man Hunnicutt: 

Resolved, That t&is council has received the 
colmunication from the president of the 
board of education and hereby endorse the 
recommendation therein contained in making 
Weet End academy a free school, and it is 
the wish .of this council that in selecting 
teachers, that residents and graduates of 
West Fnd academy, when equally qualified 
with the other applicants, shall have the 
preference ‘of positions. And all teachers 
should reside in the city of West End, and 
members of council, representing the city’s 
stock in West End academy, are hereby 
ordered to have this resolution submitted to 
the board of ednention with the reqnest that 
the same be adopted by said board. 

The resolution was adopted and the coun- 
ci] adjourned to meet tomorrow night. 

“The town council,” said Mr. Burgess 
Smith, president of the hoard of edueation. 
“after a conference and due consideration, 
determined to open West End atademy 
September Ist as a free school and will 
continue the same as a free school for five 
months, at -the end of which time. if the 
experiment is satisfactory. the remaining 
five months of the scholastic year will also 
be taught free of tuition. 

Two additional echool. rooms will he nro- 
vided in the academy and also an andito- 
rivm where the entire school can unite 
daily in such exercises as may be deemed 
expedient for advancing the pupils in their 
studies. 

“At the opening of the fall term there 
will be organized among the boys one de- 
hating society ahd prohahly two. to afford 
them opportunity for publie speaking. Whis 
will give the hors an onportunity to seanire 
‘a knowledge of poefliamentary practice, 
readiness in dehnate, ary essentia! ta 
cess in vublice life and needful in all 
departments of business life.” .

Of the General Council, Who Will Have 
the Voting to Do-—The Candi- 
dates Named.

The election of city officers by the city 
council takes place at the meeting of that 
body on the first Monday in July, which 
will be the od. 

The fight is growing in intensity as the 
time of the election approaches, and the 
candidates are all getting in their best 
work now. For the next three weeks, 
nothing will be talked of at the city hall 
but the coming election, and the adherents 
of each candidate are particularly sanguille 
that their favorite is a sure winner. 

The first official to be elected will be the 
city clerk. Mr. A. P. Woodward, the 
present incumbent, has filled the office 
for the past Bix years. As a city clerk, he 
has been a remarkable success. He has 
revolutionized the manner of conducting 
the office much to the benefit of the city 
and its people; he has systemized the 
methods of bookkeeping, and, where 10 
former years all was chaos, now everything 
is order and complete system. Where for- 
merly it was a difficult matter to find any- 
thing in the oflice, now it is the easiest 
thing in the world. His metyod of filing 
papers and records is second to hole In 
the country, and the archives are kept in 
@ systematic and busivess-like maunuer. 
Everything is urranged in alpha- 
betical order, and to find the tmost 
remote paper is ouly a matter of a second’s 
work. ln addition to this, Mr. Woodward 
has succecded, ‘tor the first time in the 
hisiory of Atlanta, in rendering the arclives 
of the city absolutely sate Irom destruc- 
tion by ure. His method of preserving 
them is entirely his own, and is acknowl- 
edged to be one of the best in use any- 
Where. He will bave no opposition, and his 
election is a foregone coiiciusion. 

‘The fight for the marehaiship is growing 
hot. J. W. Loyd, the present incumbent, 
has held the oflice fer a great bumber of 
years. Ele has made an excellent and efti- 
clent othecer, and has commanded = the 
esteem of all classes of people ever since 
he first took gharge of the othice. His op- 
ponent is Mr. J. J. Meador, formerly a 
member of the council from the second 
Ward, and who was defeated in the fight 
for sheriff at the election last fall. Mir. 
Meador has a large following of influential 
friends, and the contest is apt to be a hot 
one. In the event of his election, Mr. 
Meador will appoint John W. Humphries 
as his deputy. 

The contest for the office of tax collector 

also promises to be a lively one. The can- 
didates are Charles IX. Maddox, the present 
collector, and J. KR. Collins, who is at pres- 
ent in the marshal’s office. Mr. Maddox is 
well equipped to make the fight for re- 
election, as his years of service in the 
office have made him familiar with its every 
detail, He has served the people of At- 
lanta well and faithfully, and has a host 
of friends who want to see him retained. 
He was, for several years prior to his 
election ag tax collector, private secretary 
to Senator Brown. He is one of the best- 
known men in the city, and feels confident 
of his ability to retain the office. Mr. Col- 
lias is also very well known, and is makiag 
a determined fight -to win. His friends 
are Working indetfatigably, and it is thanght 
to be an even chance, with no one in favor 
until after the election. 
_ There is a great deal of speculation being 
indulged in over the fight for city treasurer. 
The candidates are Mr. W. T. Wall, ecash- 
ler of the Capital City ‘bank, and Mr. 
Joseph T. Orme, cashier of the Lowry 
Banking Company. Mr. Wall is the pres- 
eit city treasurer, and fas held the office 
for four years. He has made an excep- 
tionally good oflicial, and has strong back- 
ing for another term. Both men are wa] 
known and well liked, and bave hosts of 
friends. Both are expert accountants and 
excellent financiers, and are well equipped 
for the duties of the oftice. It is said that 
the council ig evenly divided between them, 
and the mayor will have to cast the de- 
ciding vote. 

It. is in the fight for ward physicians 
that a vast amount of interest is centered. 
Lhe speculation in these contests is not 
confined to the city hall alone, but extends 
throughout the city. The present incum- 
bents are: First ward, Dr. C. C. Green: 
second ward, D. E. Van Goidtsnoven: 
third ward, Dr. T. E. Collier: fourth 
ward, Dr. G. W. Bishop: fifth ward, Dr. 
A. B. Johnson; sixth ward, Dr. lL. O. 
Harris. All of the physicians are candi- 
dates for re-election, and each ward has 


-its full quota of aspirants for the position. 


The fifth ward alone has already come to 
the front with no less than three candi- 
dates, ang the fight has not yet fully be 
gun. Before the election is held, the fight 
will reach a decidedly interesting stage. 
Most of the present physicians are confi- 
dent of being re-elected. 

There is no contest for the 
of the fire department. Chief Jovner 
has filled the office with a great deal of 
credit to himself and with material benefit 
to the city. No man is as familiar with 
the workings of this most important braneh 
of the city service, and he has done much 
to bring the department up to.its present 
standard of excellence. He will have no 
opposition of any kind, and will be re- 
elected without a second’s hesitation. 

For city messenger, Mr. Z B. Moon 
the present incumbent, will go in witbeut a 
struggle. He hag inade a first-class oflicer 
in every respect, and no one will attempt 
to run against him. Mr. Moon is now 
completing his second term jin the office 
and there is no doubt of his being selected 
to serve for the next two years. 

James A. Anderson will be re-elected 
city attorney without opposition. He was 
elected to the office to succeed. Mayor Good- 
win, When the latter was elected ag the 
citys chief magistrate. Judge Anderson 
has made one of the most successful at- 
torneys that Atlanta has ever had. and his 
re-election is nothing more than. a well-

He will appoint Mr. Fulton 
Colville as his assistant. Mr. Colville has 
served the. city faithfully. and has made 
an excellent assistant to the city attorney. 

Messrs. C. B. Meador and T. J. Malone 
the present tax assessots, have practically 
a clear field for re-election. Both are vet- 
erans in the city’s service, and have filled 
their present office with no little satis- 
faction to the entire community. Messrs. 
Meador and Malone are not worrying much, 
however, and feel confident of their re. 
tention. 

There were four candidates in the -field 
for city sexton, until a couple of days ago. 
They were: Charles D’Alvigny. the present 
ineumbent; William Bonnell, Thomas 
Clayton and Jack Bagby. The appoint- 
ment of Mr. Bagby ag electric light in- 
spector took him out of the race, but the 
other three remain. All of them have 
strong backing. Mr. D’Alvigny is a con- 
federate veteran, and is jnst finishing his 
first term. He has filled the office very 
creditably, and has a strong hope of being 
retained. Mr. Bonnell was formerly city 
sexton, but was beaten for re-election two 
years ago by Mr. D’A)vieny: he is at pres- 
ent one of the station house keepers. Mr. 
Clayton is one of the best-known young 
men about town, and has a great number 
of friends, who are working hard to secure 
the position for him. 

Mr. R. M. Clayton has practically no 
opposition for re-clection as city engineer, 
With the exception of a single term. Mr. 
Clayton has held the office of engineer for 
the past twenty years. He knows thor- 
oughly every little detail connected with 
the office. and has no doubt of beine ro- 
tained. He is a good. faithful and efficient 
officer, and has served the city well. Some

The Exercises During the Past Week | app 


Visitors Are Now Flocking to Indian 
Springs. 


AN ANIMATED SCENE IS PRESENTED. 


Why Indian Springs Will Catch the Health 
and Pleasure Seekers This Season. 
The Reason Plain. 


Indian Springs, Ga., June 10.—I’or the 


‘last several days the weather has been ex- 


ceedingly ugly, raining a part of the time 
and in the intervals suggesting the need of 
overcoats. Therfore people who have ar- 
ranged to spend the heated term at water- 
ing places have been tardy about leaving 
home. 

But Indian Springs probably has suffered 
less from this drawback than any of the 
resorts. This is due primarily to their close 
proximity to the points of exodus, conven- 
ient railroad schedules and the fact that 
the water here is efficacious all the year 
round. Indeed so many applications for 
board were received by Captain Cu!lier last 
winter that he found it not only necessary 
but profitable to keep the Wigwam open all 
the season, and it will remain permanently 
open to guests. 

The winter contingent, however, consists 
principally of invalids, who come here for 
the sole purpose of drinking the water di- 
rect from the springs. 

At that season rheumatism gets in its 
worst work and the victims do not want 
to await the advent of warm weather before 
getting relief. So they come here. The water 
of Indian Springs acts powerfully on this 
disease, not only reducing the inflammation 
and swelling in a few days, but eliminating 
all traces of uric acid from the system. A 
long list of such cases could be enumerated 
in which patients secured speedy and per- 
manent relief. Several evidences of the fact 
have been left here in the way of substan- 
tial crutches, whose mission ended soon 
after their owners arrived. In fact, lengths 
can be found to fit all statues. Some of them 
have nice rubber tips on the ends and others 
are of the old homemade variety. But all 
of them supported their owners to the right 
place, notwithstanding.

At any rate, the exodus in the -lirastion cf 
the Windy City will not begin until the 
cost of getting there and secing tLe sights 
is reduced. This certainly will not occur 
during the heated term and if after that the 
resorts will not suffer. 


For this reason Captain Collier, of the. 


Wiewam, is looking the prospect serenely 
in the face and waiting for results that are 
already coming. 

Those suffering from such diseases as 
rheumatism, bladder affections, hidney 
complaints and various liver’ tronbles 
ecouldn’t go to the fair if they wanted to.

Springs is composed of business and profes- 
sional men and their families, wh»? feel it 
just as necessary to come ‘ere every stm- 
met as to follow the directions of their phy- 
sicians when ill. They are broken down and 
their nerves are unstrung from hard work. 
Did they not do this an inroad weuld be 
opened for disease. So they come and Fring 
the healthy members of their families along 
to lend th® sunshine of home /if> to their 
surroundings. 

This is what constitutes 1he exquisite so- 
cial charm of the annual zath4rings at In- 
dian Springs. It is a commnnity of faszrilies, 
as it were, whose interests are identical 
and whose common purpose is to ‘ gather up 
the sunbeams.”’ 

AVith the standards and by Iawsof home 
life are blended the conventional functions 
of the drawing room and other social 
amusements. It is an adjournment of the 
city to the country as it were. 

In‘the meantime the crystal little spring 
whose water glides noislessly from the 
foot of the Wigwam heights, is gradually 
getting in its work. Five hundred visitors 
may charge upon it in a body and with 
pint cups, one after another drink to sat- 
isfaction, and still it is ready for the next 
HOO or 1.000, with supply undiminished. 
You can dip it dry at one swoop but before 
you get the cup to your lips the little stone 
basin has refilled itself again. 

The water does not effect all alike but 
the general result is the Same. After drink- 
ing it the first day one is uncertain what 
to think about it. On the second, however, 
there is a consciousness of effect, and on 
the third the system seems to be charged 
with some mysterious agency whose design 
is incomprehensible. Then you begin to get 
sleepy and the nights don’t seem half long 
enough. While you are turning these 
thoughts over in your mind it occurs to you 
that you are hungry and that the Wigwam 
ought to bave at least six meals a day, 
notwithstanding the fact that the three 
set before you @mbrace almost everthing 
the market affords. After the lapse of a 
week you are prepared to look the world 
squarely in the face and dispute the theory 
that man can’t live always.

Lawrence Haynes and her beautiful little 
boys. Mrs. Haynes is the daughter of Mrs, 
Leyden, of Atlanta, and is one of the 
most charming ladies here. Macon’s colony 
is rather small yet, but it is composad of 
such delightful people as Mrs. A. O. Ba- 
con, Mr. D. B. Woodruff, Miss Mattie 
Lee Woodruff and Mr. Bridges Smith. 
Mr. G. H. Tunnell, of Madison, and Mr. 
J. E. Wooten, of Eastman, are also here. 
All of the above are stopping at the Wig- 
wam. Colonel Bridges Smith, the ex-news- 
paper man, is here convalescing from a re- 
cent severe attack of fever. It will be re 
membered that he has foresworn journal- 
ism and is now drawing the princely sal- 
ary and perquisites of the city clerkship of 
Macon. This explains why he can afford 
the luxury of a good long sick spell with 
a@ recuperating aftermath at Indian Springs. 
Mr. J. E. Wooten, the brillidnt young 
lawyer at Eastman, has also been on the 
sick list and is here to woo back the rose 
tints of health. |

pefore nor never felt nothing like the 
feelings they bring. 

Along i. the night of Sunday night 
I was waked up by the old ‘oman 
hunching me in the back with her el- 
bow in nO very mild manner.

I thought by this time that it was 
well enough for me to get a move on 
myself, for the lightnings flashed and 
the thunders rolled till it seemed a 
great battle of mighty clouds advancing 
to grapple each other.

I have not a word to say about our 
damage. We fared so much better than 
many of our neighbors that I am con- 
tent. Mr. Elijah Webb, the great old 
hardshell patriarch, living on a »vlace 
settled a hundred years ago, with houses 
built in the strong way of those days, 
had all his outhouses swept away. ‘Tbe 
storm handled the big hewed logs as if 
they had been straws, and scattered 
them to the four winds. But he, too, 
is thankful, for none of his folks were 
injured and none of his stock hurt. Just 
a little further on was where the grest- 
est cruelties began. Mr. Weaver lost 
everything, and all of his family wre 
mangled and bruised. His «dwelling, 
with @very vestige of wearing «apparel, 
furniture and crockery, was carried cff. 
His outhouses, fences and growing 7"0p 
were torn away. The corn was twist- 
ed from its place and the field left bare. 
I mention Mr. Webb and Mr. Weaver 
because they were my near nejghbors 
and she greatest sufferers in my scttle- 
ment. Mr. Webb is over eighty ycoers 
old and has preached at a little hard- 
Shell church near his home for forty 
years, and was never known to ask for 
a cent in the way of pay. Mr. Weaver 
was a confederate soldier, and lost his 
right leg at the’ batle of Franklin, Tenn. 
In this storm his wooden leg was car- 
ried away, while he lay pinned down 
by fallen rubbish. He was badly hurt 
and some of his children are faTfally so, 
the doctors say. This is written with- 
out their knowledge; but if every per- 
son who reads “Plunkett” this week 
would send just one dime to these two 
sufferers it would make a handsome 
sum to their relief. I would suggest 
that your dimes be sent to Mr. R. A. 
Hemphill, Constitution office, who, I am 
sure, will see to its getting to its right 
destination, and he could hold them 
until all got in and then turn it over 
in bulk.

Of course our settlement is wild this 
week on storm talk. Many stories are 
told; some humorous, some pathetic 
and some of miraculous escapes. In 
the case of Mr. Weaver, a little son 
with skull crushed, lay all night in reach 
of his mother, but she coul€ not help 
him. The agony of that poor mother can 
be better imagined than described. The 
dumb brutes seem to know that some- 
thing terrible is coming upon them as 
these clouds approach, and are most 
pitiful as they tremble with fear after 
they are over. There ‘should be no 
other thought than pity for everything 
that is caught in these storms: but one 
will smile at the capers cut and the 
feelings had. I am going up to Atlanta 
and get some of the firemen to let me 
have a pair of them pants that you 
jump into out of bed. No storm shall 
ever slip up and catch me fudging at 
my pants legs like I did the other night. 

Nothing but being awoke in a burning 
building can come anyways nigh being 
as demoralizing as these storms. You 
can’t find a match; you tumble over 
chairs and run against tables; get your 
pants on wrong side in front, if you 
wear pants, and ff you wear dresses 
you can’t get your head through the 
right place, and there is tanglement and 
distress. These things may seem fool- 
ish to folks who have never been slipped 
up on by these storms, but wait, you 
may think different some day. And 
the children, they are the greatest 
source of anxiety at such a time If 
you get them awoke you can’t hold them 
together. The. little things get wild, 
and but for special providence they 
would all be killed. 

These “close calls’ make a fellow 
feel differeht to what he did. I have 
mended my deportment—would hardly 
take a little “spirits” “in case of s‘ck- 
ness.” I was so glad I had quit euss- 
ing, and I have resolved that th? litile 
time I have left me shall ‘vs speut in 
making amends for the sins of.a long 
life, all of which passed before me like 
a panorama, as I whirled from the end 
of the “big mule’s” bridle rein. In the 
morning after breikfast, I went in and 
set down by the old ’oman. I drawed 
my chair close up to her and held out 
my hand. She thought I had a splinter 
in my finger that I wanted out, but not 
so; I was seeking a revival of love; I 
wanted to court her again as I did in 
our young days, and I wanted to ask 
her pardon for the carelessness I have 
shown her since she was all my own. 
We talked over the high spirits and hap- 
py feelings we started out with and 
made new pledges and sealed them with 
a kiss that smacked like the kisses of 
long, long years ago. I-don’t know 
how it will be when our scare is well 
over; but I am sorry now that I can’t 
call back the years wherein I have 
beefi so undemonstrative of an affection 
so much deserved.. Younger husbands 
and wives should profit by these re- 
marks,“and if they do I shall feel sat- 
isfied. 

I hate war mighty bad, but I will 
take a slice of it rather than a cyclone 
in the night time.

George Stewart, the 
purer of Sam Jones iu missionary work, 
and in it he saiu:

Lhe devil decoys 
by u paiuted member of the church that has 
uot life. The devil can tie them anywhere. 

hiere he related bow he ways cCaugul by one 
of these decoys. He was invited to a birthday 
party given at the bome of a Presbyterian 
elder. The Presbyterian pastur weut with 
bim. They had a good supper aud a pieasaut 
eveuing and left at 10 o'clock. The next 
worning The Atlanta Constitution had a glow- 
jug account of it and went on to say that at 
12 o'clock the dining room was Cleared and 
from widnight to day the jolly party tripped 
the light funtasdc, and among those present 
appeared the ndnes of Rev. George Stewart 
and Dr. Hillhouse, 

I haven't got over that smirch yet. Letters 
aud postal cards poured in saying: “George 
Stewart, what is the matter with you?” 

Somehow or somehow else whenever and 
wherever the Rey. Mr. Stewart tells that 
in his sermons it gets out that I am the 
duck—the decoy—and I hear of it from 
anxious friends.

dom. Our pastor enjoyed it, too, and 
joined in the general hilarity. There were 
none to molest or make them afraid. 

About 11 o’clo¢k, after the feast wae 
over, Mr. Hillhouse said to my wife that he 
had reason to suppose that the young folks 
had planned a little dance, to which he had 
no personal objection, but as many good 
people had a different opinion, and as he 
was @ minister, it would be better for him 
AT — And so he did retire and took 
Mr. Stewart with him. 

Che young people did have a dance and 
we al] enjoyed it, especially my wife, who 
Was raised that way. but now, nias, ean 
only look on and pat her little foot to the 
music. The festivities closed a little after 
——s and we said our prayers and went 


This is all of it that I know. The edi 


tors of The Constitution hare searched in 


vain to find any mention of the party in 
their “next morning’ paper or any other 
paper, and how it got out on Mr. Stewart 
we ‘re at a loss to know, It never got out 
on Mr. Hillhouse, nor did anybody ever eal] 
him to account In lefters or postal cards 

We are all truly sorry that Mr. Stewart 
got smirched at our house and as he seeps 
to have never recovered from it, we will da 
all we can to relieve him. ‘““fouch not mine 
anointed and do my prophets no harm,” 
Is a cardinal text at our house, Certainty 
we had no intention to decoy or to smirch 
him, and hope he will have charity aiid 
cease making us a target. “He that hath 
not charity is as sounding brass and a 
tinkling eymbal.” Fhet is tiyg cymbal that 
we have heard ever and anon from Roanoke 
Va., to Dallas, Tex., and it disturbs our 
family trangullity for it does not seem 
amiable or Christian to accept the hospi- 
tality of a family and depart with their 
blessing and then make them a target to 
Bhoot at all over’ the land. King David 
guid: “lf have rewarded evil uwato him 
Who 18 at peace with me may mine enemy 
persecute my soul and take it.

Now as to the sin or innocence 
of the parlor dance I do not propose to 
discuss that with anybody. My freedom of 
opinion [ will maintain on .ajl subjects and 
I accord to others the same liberty.

in many things I give them full credit for 
the good they are doing in reforming the 
thoughtless and the erring, and I bid them 
speed on their mission.

A FINE MONUMENT WILL BE ERECTED 


To the Memory of the Troup Artillery, 
One of the Bravest Regiments is 
the Confederate Service. 


It will be interesting to many of the old 
soldiers in this city to know that a monu- 
ment will shortly be erected to the memory 


of the Troup Artillery. 

A braver band never encountered the foe, 
and the exploits of those gallant tien wonld 
fill a volume as delightful as the romance 
of border chivalry. 

As long as the war lasted they were in 
the active service of the confederacy, and 
they fought with a desperation and a cour- 
uge which made them conspicuous through- 
out the entire struggle and which could not 
have been greater if each of taem Lad sep- 
arately taken upon himself tie Vows of 

inghthood. 
she men who constituted the regiment 
were gathered from the section around 
Athens. the greater number cs taem enlist- 
ing from Clarke county. 

Among the survivors of the regiment, who 
are living in this city, are Measrs. Grant 
Wilkins. EB. A. Robertson, W. 4. Hemnbill, 
Henry Jennings, C. W. *fotes snd Lick 
Saye. 

The monument will be erected by General 
Heth on the spot where the regim nt aid its 
warmest fighting. This was at Sharpspurg, 
one of the most sanguinary battles of the 
war, but one that will always be glorious 
on aceount of the valor and intrepidity 
evinced on that day. 

General Heth’s Letter. 

The following letter from Yeneral Heth 
was written a few days ago to Captain H. 
H. Carlton, of Athens, Ga., in which cer- 
tain information in regard to the feld is 
sought. 

Dear Captain: Will you be so kind as to in- 
form me, first, where your battery was on 
the morning of the 17th of Septemben 1562? 
Second, when the battle of Sharpsburg opened, 
where you did your hardest fighting during 
the day? Third, where you bivouacked the 
night of the 17th after the battle closed. The 
second inquiry is the most important, as we 
propose ot place there @ monument commem- 
orating the part taken by your_battery on 
that day. Respectfully. H. HETH. 

Keply of Captain Carlton. 


The reply of Captain Carlton to this let- 


ter is given below from The Athens Ban- 
ner: 

We crossed the river at daylight at Wil- 
liamsport, and reported to General Kershaw 
and he turned us over to General J. E. B. 
Stuart. We were carried in at the ehurch 
at the head or source of the Antietam with 
instructions for him to hold that position at 
all hazards,and to let neither the loss of horses 
or men cause us to give it up, and that the 
whole safety of General Lee's ariay depended 
on that position being held. I had eighteen 
horses killed in trying to get into position 
and finally had to discard my horses and 
take the battery up by hand. The Troup Af- 
tillery occupied the center of the semi-cir- 
cle and was fired upon by eighteen guns. We 
held the position until General Kershaw 
reached theré, though at the sacrifice of the 
entire battery, every gun being disablead. The 
battery suifered terrific loss in the killed, 

These conununications will be read with 
interest by the old soldiers in this city. 

The movement which seeks to perpetuate 
the renown of this gallant regiment, as 
brave as the one which follewed the intrep- 
id Marion through the swamps of Carolina, 
will be encouraged in every. way possible 
by their old comrades and friends in At- 
lanta.

GIRLS, FOR WIVES?

_ College and society girls have more in com- 
mon with each other than the often ridiculed 
trpe of each wonld allow one to suppose. 
Poth are fast overcoming the petty sarcasm 
of their respective inferiors. 

Society, however, by its extravagance has 
cone itself so much harm that the amount of 
keen intelligence and special knowledge in it 
is not yet generally appreciated, and the ‘‘de- 
butante”’ still furnishes the “‘motif’’ for pic- 
tures and jokes in comic papers, while the 
virtues in a college education are more unl- 
versally appreciated. 

Difference Between the Two. 


Though @ach year there is an increasing 
number of society girls at college, there is an 
ineffaceable difference between the average 
foclety and the average colle girl. 

The poorer specimens of both are fallures 
as far as a gracious womanhood is concerned, 
ne the best types of both approach perfec- 
ion. 

This difference is greater than that be- 
tween college and non-college men; but, even 
as the boy freshman is more exuberant and 
self-important than the sentor, so will the 
amusing peculiarities of many college girls 
fade away as they pass into the world of 
workers, Their evident satisfaction with 
themselves and their self-congratulation on 
having chosen the better way are already sub- 
dned, for it is no longer the going to college 
which stamps & woman as superior, but what 
she does when there.

“The latter,’”’ she replied, emphatically, ‘‘he- 
cause she will be true to her husband; the 
society girl is so used to bomage that. when 
she can receive it from but one man she is 
discontented and longs for excitement. 

I put the same question to one who had 
been a belle for two winters. 

“Why, the society girl,”’ she answered, with 
a pretty toss of her head, “for her husband 
can’t weary of her as he'll never know what 
she will do next, and so is kept in a state 
of constant admiring expectation.

In 1859, after this marriage, Captain | 
Maddox began farming, and wag thus en- | 


gaged when the war began. He was one 


of the first to respond <o the call, and such: 


was the esteem in which he was held by 
his neighbors that he was elected a lienu- 
tenant in the company of which he was a 
member. The company was ordered to the 
roast of Georgia, and there vemained: for 
Bome six months until it was transferred 
as a part of the thirty-eighth Georgia to 
the army of northern Virginia. 

Captain Maddox’s promotion was due to 
his gallantry before Richmond. at Cold 

arbor, when his conduct -in leading a 
charge, after his captain was shot down, 
was sO marked as to elicit the commenda- 
tion of his superior officer on the field of 
battle. He continued with the army of 
morthern Virginia, being in Lawton’s 
brigade, which became Gordon’s brigade, 
sharing the dangers and honors of that 
time until he was captured in the battle 
of the Wilderness, in May, 1864. His ex- 
perience as a prisoner of war was not only 
dangerous, but remarkable. Immediately 
upon capture, he was carried to Point 
Lookout, and from there traneferred to 
Fort Deleware. While at Fort Deleware, 
the federals were engaged in the attack 
upon Charleston, and, owing to certain re- 
taliatory measures deemed advisable by 
the federal government, Captain Maddox 
was one of the 600 confederate officers who 
were taken from Fort Delaware to Charles- 
ton and placed between Batteries Waggun- 
er and Gregg within the line of fire of tie 
contending forces. He and this 600 remained 


in this awful position until the action of the | 


confederate generals was such as to induce 
the removal of Captain Maddox to Fort 
Pulaski. hey had been in this position 
one month, The removal, however, did not 
result in their escaping the inexorable’ laws 
of war- On account of the charges made 
against the confederates with reference to 
the prisoners at Andersonville these 600 
officers were again the victims of retalia- 
tory measures and for six weeks their ra- 
tions were limited to musty meal and 
pickles. More than one-third of these offi- 
cers died, either from disease contracted in 
this position or were shot down as the re- 
sult of the desperate measures to which 
they had been driven. This treatment at 
Fort Pulaski continued until the advent of 
Sherman’s army, Andersonville was captur- 
ed, the federal — were released and 
this company of officers then taken back to 
Fort Delaware where they remained until 
the surrender of Lee’s army. 

Captain Maddox being paroled came back 
to his home without a dollar and began 
Paering on the land of his father-in-law, 
Bnd out of the crops of 1866 and 1867 he 
managed to accumulate the sum of $300 
with which he began merchandising at 
Orange, in Cherokee county.

Ih evidence of this latter assertion I 
can point to all the short-lived governments 
that bave arisen and fell in the heated zones 
of this new continent. Everybody is aware 
of the constant revolutions and uprisings in 
Mexico, Central America and the South Ameri- 
can republics. Whereas, North America, 
throughout the temperate regions, has re- 
mained for a hundred years but little dis- 
turbed. Africa is a constant battle ground 
} for the blacks and southern Asia and southern 
Europe have ever been the scene of interne- 
cine conflicts. On the other hand Russia bas 
remained undisturbed for centuries, the 
people being apparently calmed_by the cool 
climatic conditions. 80, too, with Sweden 
and Norway, Denmark and the North German 
provinces. These nations as individuals are 
phiegmatic.

Is it possible that Atlanta is going to 


acquire the opium habit? ., : 

Unless the evil is corrected at the start— 
destroyed, as-it were, in the ‘rm—there 
is no telling the direful consequences which 
will, result from the disclosures of last 
Thursday. 

This oriental habit, which is one of the 
most blasting known to civilization, has 
been discovered in this city. 

The announcement which appeared in 
yesterday’s Constitution created a stir of 
excitement, which grew into something like 
alarm as the horrors of the opium habit 
were magnified under the fears of those 
who discussed it. 

The growth of the Chinese colony in 
this city has been quite rapid for the last 
few years, and today there are perfaps as 
many as a hundred Mongolians in Atlanta. 

Nearly all of them are engaged in the 
laundry business, and, strange to say, the 
greater number of their establishments are 
underground. ‘That is to say, in ordgr to 
reach the level of their dens, it is neces- 
sary to descend w flight of stairs below 
the sidewalk. ‘Chey are partial to base- 
meuts, aud never eugage apartments above 
ground if they cub get them below the 
street. 

In these subterranean haunts, it is possi- 
ble for them to carry on their nefarious 
habits and the practice of their immoral 
way of living without attracting the gaze 
or even exciung the curiosity of the Christ- 
jan passers-by. 

The fact that two dens have been dis- 
covered and the nurseries of the opium 
habit brought to light, induces the belief 
that maay other piuces of the kind may 
eXist. 

“There should be a thorough investiga- 
tion on the part of the city government, 
said a well-known citizen yesterday, “and 
every Chinese den in the city should be 
visited. We have enough evils vf home- 
culture without importing this article of 
foreign derivation. 1 am in favor of a 
caretul inspection.” 

The prevalence of the opium habit on 
the Pacific coast exerted a most demoral- 
izing influence among the native born citi- 
zens of that infected area of the confinent. 
Many of the young boys acquired the habit, 
and yielded to the fascination of the pipe, 
until its fatal aroma impaired their minds 
and completely destroyed their vitality. 

If the habit aequires a foothold in At- 
lanta, there are many who will, no doubt, 
for the sake of gratifying their curiosity 
and to esecertain whether or not there is 
any truth in the statement that it causes 
the imagination to become more «active, 
exciting the most delightful visions, who 
will be induced to take a puff, and thus 
mike themselves victims of the fatal charm. 

This is the danger to be incurred by 
sleeping over an evil of this kind, and the 
city officials are confronted with a solemn 
duty in the obligation which involves upon 
them to spy out the hidden places of this 
iniquitous habit. 

br. Powell Talka. 

Dr. Thomas S. Powell, the president of 
the Southern medical college, was seen 
yesterday afternoon in regard to the dis- 
covery of the opium joints in this city. 

‘The opium habit,”” said Dr. Powell, ‘ 
one of the most harmful in the world. 
is closely allied to paganism, and calls for 
the heartiest denunciation of this Christian 
eommunity. It has already blighted the 
Chinese empire, and has tainted the at- 
mosphere of the Pacific ccast to such an 
extent that a hundred years will not. be 
sufficient to eliminate the infection. The 
habit is calculated to stupefy the mind, 
to impair the morals and to bring about 
a total and irreparable wreck of the man.” 

“What remedy would you suggest, or, 
rather, what steps would you take in grder 
to destroy the habit?’ the question was 
asked. 

“Why, the city council should look into 
the matter without a moment's delay. The 
city should be carefully inspected, and every 
subterranean channel occupied by these 
Chinnamen ehould be explored. The offend- 
ers, Who know it to. be a erime by reason 
of the secrecy with which they practice 
it, should be brought to justice and pun- 
ished as criminalg against the health and 
morality of the community. Too much 
Vigilance cannot be exercised, and my ad- 
vice, since yon have sought it. is to lose 
no time in making a thorough examination 
of the city.” 

Dr. Powell is one of the most eminent 
practitioners in the south, and his words 
will, no doubt, have proper weight with 
the authorities.

NEW YORK, June 10—!Special,)— The New York 
Financier says this week: The exhibit of the associated 
banks of this city for the week ending June 16th shows 
a deerease in every item save that of circulation. It 


was vot a surprise to the financial community, but . 


perbaps the losses are larger than was expected. The 
entire loss in cash for the week was $9,688,000, made up 
from a decrease in legals to the extent of 9,060,900 and 
a decrease in specie of $627,100, The deposits were re- 
duced $12,485,600—a loss for one week almost upprece- 
dented in the history of banking in New York. This 
large withdrawal of deposits is due to the western 
troubles, currency having been shipped to the west 
from this city at the rate of over $1,000,000 a day, and 
western bankers are drawing their balances in order 
to fortify themselves with cash in case of need. With 
this steady demand bankers found it judicious to call 
in loans, and consequently that column shows a liqui- 
dation of $2,290,000, It must not be supposed that the 
enormous decrease in the depusit liabilities has altered 
in any particular the solvency of the New York city 
banks. They are still in avery strong position, and 
with all the changes the reserve was lower only 


$6,566,600. The banks still hold $11,420,900 In excess of 
the 265 per cent required by law, and are prepared for

Bradstreet’s figures helped drag the wheat 
warket down at the start. The claim was 
made that 90,000,000 bustels of wheat would 
be on hand June 15th, which would more than 
make good the deficlency in the crop. It was 
said that stocks in America and in Europe 
and atioat for Europe was 167,000,000 bushels, 
or 70 per cent more than last yeur, while the 
available supply in this country was now 89,- 
000,000 against 41,000,000 a year ago. The 
bank ‘statement was also a depressing in- 
fluence. Au error in transmitting a quota- 
tion from Duluth proved quite a factor. From 
62 1-2 for July, the next quotation wos ‘62 
sellers,’’ and the trade then got vefy uneasy. 
The quotation was challenged aud @ Cor- 
rection was made to 63. This gave the 
market considerable recovery and at the same 
time strong and higher cables were received. 
The feeling soon got quite enthusiastic and 
prices went up a cent very quick, but the ad- 
vance did not hold, the close being easy at 
3-4 reaction from the top figures. it is diffi- 
cult to make much of a guess on the visible 
supply, but it is thought there will not be 
much of a change from last week, though 
may possibly show a moderate decrease.

Survivors Meet and Tell of Narrow Es- 
capes and Heartrending Scenes, 
An Investigation Ordered. 


Washington, June 10.—Until late last 
nicht workmen had been employed in re- 
wnoving the tong of loose bricks and broken 
timbers from Ford’s theater building, and 
this morning the old house looked less 
hideous than when the scores of dead 
aud broken bodies were yesterday being 
carried from it. A hundred or more broken 
desks and tables were piled in the rear 
oy each floor and the litter of papers and 
hooks had been gathered up and such as 
were of any Value taken to a place of safe- 
keeping. Broken and twisted pipes pro- 
truded from al] parts of the wrecked build- 
ing. 
Ry S o'clock, an hour earlier than was 
nsual, the old clerks began to arrive at 
the building, and every new comer was 
greeted with effusive welcomes by his 
And then they told tales of 
marvelous escapes and each was again 
gnestioned as to where he was at the aw- 
fy! moment. Tears filled many eyes as 
each told of his experience and how he 
hud seen some one whom they all knew 
and loved go down to death. Many clerks, 
with a view of not losing time, entered the 
building adjoining the old theater and re- 
ported to the officials, but no suitable 
building has been secured yet and it will 
probably be some time before the force is 
put to work. 

The coroner's inquiry will commence 
Monday. The jury empaneled this morning 
cousists of practical business men of high 
character. Investigation by the war depart- 
ment will also be had. 

The stories of suffering and distress 
growing out of this caiamity are heart- 
rending. - 

Another Death. 

The death roll received another accession 
at 6:45 o clock this morning, when A. M. 
Gerault, a clerk from New Jersey, gave up 
the struggle which he ‘had maintained 
against awful odds for nearly twenty-four 
hgurs. He went down in the midst of the 
wreck and sustained injuries from whicb 
he never rallied. One arm was broken, 
his head was cut and the shock produced 
concussion of the brain. He was taken to 
Mortz’s drug store, the temporary resting 
place yesterday of many .of the injured, 
but his injuries were of such a nature that 
he could not be moved and he died this 
morning, making the twenty-third name on 
the list. Mr. Gerault leaves a wife and 
married daughter. The former was at his 
side thmughout the night and was with 
him when he died. The body will be taken 
to his old home in New Jersey for burial. 

A report gained circulation that Albert 
B. Young, of Pennsylvania, chief of division 
died of his injuries last night. The report 
is incorrect. Mr. Young is still living, but 
In & very critical condition. 

President Cleveland did not go to the 
white house this morning, but remained at 
his suburban residence, ““Woodley.”’ while 
Private Secretary Thurber has gone to 
Philadelphia to attend the laurfching of the 
battleship Massachusetts.

The rear wall is far out of plumb, and prob- 
ably, if it had not been braced by iron 
columns, the whole building would have 
ly The outer wall is also in a bad con- 

ifien. 

The records of the war department show 
that the collapsed theater building was for 
years known to be unfit for Muman occu- 
pancy, not only because of weak walls, but 
also because of its defective foundation. 

Senator Cockrill, of Lilinois, chairman of 
the senate committee on appropriations, 
and a senator who has always taken an 
active interest in the conditien of the pub- 
lie buildings here. is quoted this morning 
as Saying that he had made repeated efforts 
to have the old theater building rebuilt or 
secure other quarters for the clerks, but 
that his efforts failed, after carrying the 
appropriations through the senate, Jecause 
of the refusal of the house to concur. The 
most he could get was a trifling appropria- 
tion to repair one wall. Doubtless, the 
senator had in his mind the east wall. 
which was afterwards repaired upon tti@ 
report of General Casey, “now chief en- 
gineer, te the effect that it was unsafe. 

Other Unsafe Buildings. 

This sad accident has called the attention 
of the officials to the condition of the other 
public buildings, which are said to be gore 
or less unsafe. An oflicial of 
the treasury department, whose, duties re- 
quire him to be muck of the time in the 
department of justice, said that the weight 
resting upon the floors of that building was 
alarming to a man of nervous tempera- 
ment. ‘Lhe building was constructed for 
ordinary business purposes, ald was. for 
some time used by the old I‘reedigen's 
bank. Without having been strengthened 
in any way, it was transferred to its pres- 
ent use, and gradually all its floors bave 
bag stored with the weight of accumulnted 
books and records. ‘The top tloor was used 
as a storeroom, and is packed with ay en- 
ormous weight of books. 

The Winder building, opposite the state 
department, occupied by the war depart- 
ment and second auditor of the treasury, 
bas frequently been criticised, and = the 
clerks who work there assert that ft is 
none too safe. It is an old building of 
brick, and is six floors high with a basement. 

The rooms, smal! at the outset, have 
been divided, and the whole looks like a 
Chinese den. A collapse in this building, 
which fairly swarms with clerks, would be 
attended with frightful loss of life. 

The Busch’s building, which forms an 
annex of the postoflice department, is an- 
other of these buildings about which hangs 
an unsavory reputation for safety and sub- 
stantiality. Like other places of govern- 
ment buildings, it is filled with clerks, and 
the weight stored on its floors has made 
it a constant menace to the occupants. 
It was in this building about a year ago, 
during a storm, that a stampede of panic- 
stricken clerks was narrowly = averted. 
Several attempts to brace it up have been 
made. 

The patent office, a massive stone strhc- 
ture, is not exempt from the general criti- 
ciem. The northwest corner of the patent 
office is crowded and packed with volumin- 
ous and enormously heavy records, ang the 
walls have cracked until great gaps appear. 
Clerks have labored here with daily fear 
of danger hanging over them. 

There is no more dangerous trap in the 
city than the patched-up government print- 
ing office, which has been from time to 
time strengthened by wooden and iron 
supports. On its upper floors are stored 
tons of metal, printing material and mil- 
lions of copies of old bound books, to say 
nothing of the three thousand employes who 
swarm within the walls in increasing dan- 
ger of their lives. 

All of the employes in that section of 
the records and pension offices that were 
quartered in the theater building have been 
furloughed until next Monday, when they 
are ordered to report for duty, if able to 
do «0, and are also requested to bring such 
information as they have of the condition 
and whereabouts of the persons unable to 
report. Meanwhile, a force of clerks has 
been detailed from the war department 
to search the ruins and collect and agsort 
the valuable pension and army files thae 
are in the debris. Diligent efforts are 
being made bv the war Wepartment to se- 
eure another building for the occupancy of 
the homeless force.

The Financial Situation Clearing. 

The financial situation ‘shows signs of 
clearing up.

The threatened 
panic of last week has passed away. It 
was a mere flurry. At Chicago, where the 
danger point appeared to be, there bave 
been no new bank failures. The national 
banks of that city seem to be in good 
condition. Itt fact, the reports received at 
the comptroller’s office indicate that the 
national banks are in a satisfactory con- 
dition. In New York city there is a percepti- 
ble easing up of the situation. There is no 
doubt that this results largely from LPres- 
ident Cleveland's public announcement of 
his intention to call an extra session of 
congress to meet early in September. Per- 
haps there is no better financial barometr 
especially in a period of distrust, wheth- 
er with or without reason, than the United 
States treasury. At the close of business 
today the gold balance was $90,600,000, 
This exibits a slight gain over any other 
dav of the week.

An Important Order. 

Judge Lochren, the commissioner of pen- 
sions, has issued the following order as to 
adjudicating aud fixing pensions under the 
act of June 27, 1S90: 

A claim for pension under the second sec- 
tlon of the act of June 27, 1890, can only 
be ailowed upon proof of mental or physical 
disability of a permanent character, not the 
resuit. of the clalmant's own vicious habits 
incapacitating him from the performance of 
manunl labor. 

2. No specific injury or disability can, as 
such, have a pensionable rating under that 
act, nor be considered otherwise than as _ it 
effects the capacity of the claimant to per- 


form or do manual labor. 
3. Proof that the disability is not the ré 
sult of the claimant’s vicious babits is re- 


quisite, and therefore the causes and ecircum- 
stances of the origin of the disability should 
be shown by the evidence furnished in sup- 
port of the claim for pension, so far as can 
be decided and by persons other than the 
claimant. 

4. ‘to give the claimant a_pensionabie 
status under this act the inability must be 
such as to incapacitate from the performance 
of manual labor in such a degree as to ren- 
der him unable for self-support, giving $12 
ver month in the case of the greatest and 
+s per month in case of the lowest pensiona- 
le disability. 

It also provides for intermediate ratings 
proportioned to the intermediate degrees 
of such pensionable disability. The proper 
ratings under this act, therefore, is made 
in accordance with such ratings as the 
medical referee shall prescribe, subject to 
the approval of the commissioner.

Mr. Robinson also 
showed by this witness that most of the ofli- 
cers prominently connected with the case, ex- 
cept Mullaly were promoted since the mur- 
ders. Jt also appeared that witnesses and 
otlivers got over the barbed wire fence in the 
rear without difficulty. 

Inspector Medly then testifted that he 
reached the house at 11 o'clock on the day of 
the murder, and withir. ten minutes opened the 
burn door.

State Detective Seaver then testified as to 
the hatchet, corroborating other witnesses as 
to its appearance and the dust on it: also 
testifled as to his search for the dresses in 
the house. He also described the character 
and location of the blood spots found in the 
rooms where ‘Be Murders were committed.

FIGHTING OVER DEAD BODIES. 


A Disgraceful Kow Between Two Petty Of- 
ficials at Knoxville. 


Knoxville, Tenn., June 10.—(Special.)— 
Three persons were killed on the East 
Tennessee road a short distance east of the 
city this morning. 

A buggy was struck by an east-bound 
passenger train, and as a consequence Isaae 
White, aged fifty, and his wife, aged forty, 
and his little daughter, aged eleven, are now 
dead. Their bodies are in an undertakers 
establishment in this city, being viewed 
by hundreds of people. The buggy was 
splintered into innumerable pieces and the 
horse instantly killed. 

When the buggy wa's observed by the ene 
gineer it was too late to ston. The train 
was stopped as quickly as possible after 
the accident and backed to the scene of the 
terrible affair. The occupants of the vehi- 
cle were thrown forty feet down an em- 
bankment. White was instantly killed, his 
right arm and right leg were broken, hips 
crushed and he had received a number of 
cuts and bruises. The daughter. who died 
in a half hour after the accident, was 
struck directly in the forehead by an en- 
gine bolt, fracturing the skull and was 
also badly bruised. Mrs White. who died 
after being removed to Knoxville. sustain- 
ed injuries of the back and shoulders and 
internally.

AN UNUSUALLY QUIET CAMPAIGN | 


Is 


That Now Going on—The Drought 
Causing Great Suffering—Foreign 
News Generally. 


Berlin, June 10.—At the general election 
for members of. the reichstag to be held 
Thursday next and at the by-elections that 
ar@ to be required, 379 members of the 
house, the full complements, will be returned. 
The present week closes with 1,155 candi- 
dates in the field. Not only new aspirants 
for seats, but new political factions ap- 
pear, and as election day draws gradually 
near the confusion grows worse confounded. 
Little cah be done in the few days that 
will elapse before the. polling to disentangle 
the intricate web that has been woven by 
the many factions. Instead of the eight 
recognized parties in the late reichstag 
holding the electoral field in the present 
campaign there are about twenty sections, 
each fighting for its own programme. These 
programmes often agree on some one point, 
but on other points they cross and recross 
in such confusing demands that it would 
be a difficult, if not impossible, task to say 
what any single faction really wants. It 
seems impossible now that Thursday's bal- 
loting wit decide how the reichstag will be 
constructed. 

A Quivt Campaign. 

Among the latest developments in the 
political situation is the breakup among 
the anti-semites. The Jew baifers | now 
consist of three distinct factions with part- 
ly hostile programmes, besides two opposing 
pattictularist sections. South Germany 
and eastern Prussia have produced a lithu- 
anian and Mecklenbusg a constitftion- 
al party. There are agrarians, a veriety 
of free trders, Ablwardtists, Poles, Alsa- 
tians and GuelphSpmixed up with candidates 
of the great old groups—free conservatives 
and national liberals, Von Schorlemer-Alst 
moderates, extremists, freissinniges, Volk- 
spart and socialists. Yet this unparalieled 
mixture remains without the accompani- 
ment of anything like popular excitement. 
The candidates who are stumping the con- 
siituentsloayht ememowpnpn feawo folin 
stituencies are generally heard amid an 
academic quiet. It is only the anti-semites 
and socialists who succeed in stirring their 
meetings into demonstrations of enthusi- 
asm. 

The Full Strength Will Not Be Polled. 

Herr Siegel, among the Bavarian peas- 
ants, finds a hearty response to his protec- 
tion utterances; but, taking Germany as 4 
whole, it is doubtful whether the electors 
will take the trouble to poll their full 
strength. The tinal results must depend on 
final Combinations on the reballots. Where 
the final ballot in any district lies between 
a conservative and socialist, then the 
freissinnige and other minoriues may assist 
in the feturn of the conservative candl- 
date. If the issue is between a conserva-

In addressing ourselves seriously to 
the merchants and business men of 
Georgia we took oecasion to set forth 
the disadvantages under which the 
farmers of the south were placed by 
the demonetization of silver. We call- 
ed attention to the fact that the de 
monetization of silver here, compelled 
the cotton-producers and wheat growers 
of this country to pay a bounty to the 
Indian farmers equal to the difference 
between the coinage value of the rupee 
fn India and the market price of silver 
here. We set forth the facts specifl- 
cally, and they have drawn this com- 
ment from The Savannah News, to 
which we invite the attention of our 
readers: : 

Perhaps the reason business men fre not 
aroused by The Constitiition’s statements 
in respect to silver is that they are not yet 
safisfied tat tliose statements are alto- 
gether correct—particularly those relating to 
the Indian rupee. It must seem strange to 
them that fue IndTin merchants, who are 
about the sharpest traders in the world, do 
pot buy silver at its present low price, have 
it coined into rupees, which, The. Constitu- 
tion says, have not depreciated, and thus 
grow enormously rich. 

From the best information we can obtain, 
and it is excellent, the face value of a 
rupee in our meney is about 48 cents and 
its purchasing power and its power to pay 
Gebts is between 32 and 33 cents. This is 
very different from The Constitution's state- 
ment. If we are wrong The Constitution 
will, of course, set us right by presenting 
unquestionable authority for its statement. 
There is another statement of The Consti- 
tution that is worth noticing. It is that 
English traders can get $1 worth of Indian 
cotton for 64 cents’ worth of silver. Does 
The Constitution mean cotton worth $1 in 
depreciated rupees, or in gold? The Iinfer- 
ence is that it means gold. If it does not 
mean that there is no point in its statement. 
But is The Constitution sure that 64 cents 
in silver will buy a gold dollar's worth of 
cotton in India? Perhaps, on second thought, 
it will not be quite so sure. 

The truth is, taking .into account the 
grades and quulities of the Indian product 
the same prices are paid for Indian cotton 
as for cotton grown in this country. The 
pirces are made in Europe on a gold basis. 
Silver cuts very little, if any, figure in the 
transaction. The Constitution says that 
“the south is paying a bounty to Indian 
producers.”” If that is so it caf’ be shown 
to be so. It would be interesting to have 
it shown. 

We propose to make the fact so clear 
that The Savannah News will not per- 
mit its excellent authority to come from 
behind the s@enes. The first authority 
we shall quote is Daniel Manning, Mr. 
Cleveland’s first secretary of the treas- 
ury, who, in his second annual report 
(1886) made this statement: 

It is a direct consequence of the monetary 
dislocation that wheat of India, which there 
fetched 3 rupees per quintal fourteen yenrs 
ago, and there fetches 3 rupees per quintal 
today, can be sold in London for as little 
as the gold price of 3 rupees today, a fall 
of 25 per cent. This lowered price of wheat 
in London has had to be met by a lowered 
price of wheat in India. * ° *° The 
price of our surplus wheat determines the 
price of the whole wheat trop of the United 
States, so that the monetary dijslocation has 
already cost our farming population, who 
number nearly one-half the total population 
of the United States, an almost incomputa- 
ble sum, a loss of mililons upon imiliions of 
dollars every year. 

“Monetary dislocation” was Mr. Man- 
ning’s phrase for the demonetiszation of 
silver. The losses he deplored have 
grown greater and greater as the gold- 
price of silver has fallen, and the loss 
of our farmers in both wheat and cot- 
ton has swelled into billions of dollars. 

In one of Beerbohm’s trade list is- 
sues of last year is to be found a con- 
firmation. Beerbohm is lately dead, 
but any grain merchant of Savannah 
will tell The News that he was the 
accepted authority and statistician of 
the British grain trade. In the trade 
list referred to, he says: , 

The material decline in “the price of asil- 
ver, and in the rupee exchange (in London) 
has naturally facilitated shipments consid- 
acably. © * * Indian wheat can be sent 
to this country for about 2 sbillings per 
quarter less than at this time last year, leay- 
ing the Indian producer the same net result. 

The Savannah News will observe that 
this is evidence not only of the effect of 
demonetizition on thé’ American farm- 
er, but of the unchanged ‘value of the 
rupee. A decrease of 8 cents a bushel 
in the price of wheat in London, says 
Beerbohm, “leaves the Indian producer 
the same net result.” The result is 
Precisely the game with respect to cot- 
ton. Sir Robert N. Fowler, M.P., the 
London banker and ex-lord mayor of 
ee is on record as boasting that 
Hasnain eee of the depreciation of silver 
and * tag Ses the ruin of the wheat

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Sherman and Hooper, of Massachusetts | 
—understood its purport. 
Moreton Fewen, the well-known Eng- 
lish financier, in a recent article, says: 
In this consideration we have to guidé us 
all the evidence eollected by the two royal 
commissions in England, as also. the evi- 
dence’ of tndependent inguiries in India, so 
that today fhe faet that the value of the 
rupee at its home in India, has not at all 
diminished during the last fifteen years, 
may be accepted as demonstrated. The 
meaning of this is that an gunce of silver— 
say three rupecs—will buy as much .produce 
or labor in all the up-country markets of 


India as it ever did. ; 
In The Forum for January, 1893, Hon. 


Henry Hucks Gibbs, ex-governor of the 
Bank of England, showing that silver 
would not be “dumped” here in case of 
free coinage, has this illuminating re- 
mark: “Why should the Indian, whose ru- 
pee, though worth less gold than it was, 
buys him as much of the necessaries of 
life as it used to do, spend 3 per cent in 
getting it melted and turned into dol- 
lars?” 

Wo refer The News to Pedda’s stg- 
tistics prepared for the parliamentary 
commission, and to Micchel’s cépyright- 
ed tabular reports from all the depart- 
ments of India. We refer it to any 
prominent cotton exporter in Savannah 
who has looked far enough into his busi- 
ness to understand the effect of Indian 
competition. : 

With respect to the proposed cuffen- 
cy changes in Europe, the causual re- 
ference of The News to our editorial 
article of last Sunday enables us to cor- 
rect a mistake glaring enough to correct 
itself. Referring to the proposition of 
the goldolators to take the American 
prop from under silver, we said: “The 
result has been already foreseen by 
England, and arrangements are going 
forward to demonetize silver in India 
and remonetize gold.” . Here the credit 
was omitted. It should have read: ‘The 
result Has been foreseen already by 
Ingland, and according to the monomet- 
allists arrangements are going forward 
to demonetize silver in India.” We were 
taking an argument of the goldolators 
and throwing it against them. 

AS a matter of course there is no 
movement looking to the demonetization 
of silver in India, but there is a move- 
ment inaugurated by the official class, 
which draws its salaries in India and 
spends it in England, looking to the 
temporary closing of the mints to free 
coinage. But England is the govern- 
ment of India, and the free coinage of 
silver there will not be suspended—at 
least not while the profits to British 
traders are so enormous and the bonus to 
Indian cotton and wheat production so 
stimulating. 

The News says it must seem strange 
to business men “that the Indian mer- 
chants, who are about the sharpest 
traders in the world, do not buy silver 
at its present low price, have it coined 
into rupees, which The Constitution 
says have not depreciated, and thus 
grow enormously rich.” Well, our busi- 
ness men are not silly. They know 
that India fs selling every rupee’s worth 
of her surplus products that she can 
rake and scrape together for our depre- 
ciated silver. They know that India 
is taking all the silver she can pay for 
in her produce—cotton, wheat, jute, in- 
digo and other stuff. They know that 
the gold and silver that go there never 
come out again. But if they know no 
more about these matters than The Sa- 
vannah News seems to know, they 
would not undertake to discuss the 
matter. 

The News says it has excellent “in- 
formation” that the rupee has depre- 
ciated. Will it give us the information 
in detail and the authorify for it? If 
it is to engage in the business of gold- 
buggery it should be prepared to go to 
the bottom of the question. 


The Georgia Bar Association. 

The annual meeting of the Georgia 
Bar Association, at Rome, Jay 5th, will 
be an enjoyable ocoasion.

Too Much Idle Gossip. 

Within the past two or three months 
Atlanta has had several sensations, and 
it is to be feared that they have exer- 
ced a very unwholesome influence 
upon the public mind. 

The excitable and thoughtless among 
our people have found too much time 
for idle gossip, and, when a solid basis 
of fact was wanting, their imaginations 
have been drawn upon to supply the 
deficiency. In other cases, opinions 
and guesses picked up at random on the 
street corners have been circulated all 
along the line, until they have deyel- 
oped into symmetrical stories With an 
exactness of detail that would astound 
the persons whose light talk formed 
the original groundwork of these scan- 
dalous narratives. 

It reminds“one of the old story ef the 
three black crows. The great evil of 
mischievous gossip is its tendency to in- 
crease whenever it is indulged in. Like 
a rolling ball of snow it grows larger as 
it runs its course. The evil seems to 
be infectious. It pervades the air, and 
people lay aside the serious business of 
the hour to discuss the affairs of their 
neighbors. 

Naturally, exaggerated hints of this 
state of affairs get into the outside 
hewspapers, and people at a distance 
wonder what is the matter with At- 
lanta. The fact is, there {s nothing the 
mafter, except the wagging of too m@uy 
reckless tongues. There is nothing in 
our business and social circles that need 
shun the light of day—nothing that need 
fear comparison with the status of ather 
cities. Frequently, the sensational 
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ness with which our people speak ‘of 
their private matters. Theif state- 
ments are distorted and embellished by 
others who ate not familiar with the 
situation, and the truth is lost sight of. 
Some of the persons who make it their 
business to engage in this exchange of 
standal would, no doubt, be in the same 
boat with their victims if certain inci- 
dents in their own lives ,were freely 
handled by irresponsib% parties not too 
scrupulous about the facts. 

Let us relegate this nuisance of evil 
speaking to the slums or to the dead 
crossroads villages where there is noth- 
ing else to engage the attention or 
arouse the ambifion of the loungers who 
sit all day in the shade playing check- 
ers. It is unworthy of a great and 
gvrowing city. There is everything here 
to inspire us to go on in our work of up- 
building the community and each indi- 
vidual in it. This ig better than tear- 
ing down public and private enterprises, 
interests and reputations. If tongues 
must wag, let them say the best that 
can be said of Atlanta and her people. 
If they can say nothing good, let them 
hold their peace! 
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Tax Their Incomes! 

The opponents of an income tax must 
be aware that, ~wwhen we cut down the 
tariff to a free trade basis, we must 
levy a new tax to raise the revenue that 
will be needed for the expenses of the 
government. Yet they suggest noth- 
ing. They simply protest against a tax 
on incomes, and fail to come forward 
with a substitute. 

The St. Louis Republic in advocating 
this tax says: 2 

It would be very interesting to know how 
many millionaires there are in fhe country, 
but there are no accurate stafistics on the 
subject. It is eerfitn, however, that there 
are enough to Dé@ -welt able to afford to pay 
all the military expenses of the government, 
including the expchse of building a formid- 
able navy and of pénsions. In a speech in 
the last congress, Congressman Wike, of 
Illinois, quoted the Yollowing esfimate of 
the number of very wealthy people in the 
country and of their holdings: 
200 persons at $20,000,000 each. 
400 persons at $10,000,000. . 
1,000 persons at $5,000,000. . 
2,000 persons at $2,500,000. . . 
6,000 persons at $1,000,000. . . . 6,000,000,000 
15,000 persons at $500,000. . . . 7,550,000,000 

This makes a total of $81,500,000,000 in 
the hands of 25,000 people who constitute 
the plutocracy of the country. The estimate 
gives to, this small number of*persons pos- 
session of over ‘alf tte wealth, real and 
personal, Ech®tn the entire country of 65,- 
V00,600 peopie. And yet Mr. Shearinan, the 
author of the estimate, suys it is “far be- 
low the actual truth.’’ 

The owners of this enormous wealth 
should bear their proportionate share of 
the public burden. They get more ben- 
efits under the government than the 
masses enjoy, and their fortunes were 
in the main built up by the war and by 
war measures. Even if we are to view 
the income tax as a war tax it is proper 
that it should be imposed on this class 
of citizens to pay our pension bill and 
keep up the army and navy. There 
is certainly more justice in taxing peo- 
ple who are able to pay than in taxing 
the toilers who are hardly able to earn 
a living. If the poor man's eottage 
must be taxed, why not tax the income 
of a citizen who is worth a million dok 
lars in bonds?

Be Patient. 

Two correspondents—one of them a 
prominent tariff reformer—have recently 
called our attention to the statement 
attributed to Mr. Cleveland by an Asso- 
ciated Press reporter to the effect that 
the Sherman law is now the only me- 
nace to the prosperity of the people. 

The alarm expressed by one of our 
correspondents is groundless. In the 
first place, we have no idea that the 
president made the statement in the 
shape and with the emphasis attributed 
to him by the press reporter. In the 
second place, it would be preposterous 
to suppose, even if the statement had 
been made just as it is printed, that 
Mr. Cleveland has ceased to regard the 
McKinley law and the whole republican 
scheme of protection as a menace to the 
presperity of the people.

As to his specifications above noted they 
are easily disposed of. 

1. The insinuation that Mr. Cleveland is 


a mugwump has, since Mr. Halstead made 


it, been repudiated by the president bims if — 


in the noted Myrick case. Indeed, Mr. Cleve- 
land not only repudiated the mere suggestion, 
but he added emphasis to it by giving sub- 
stantial evidence of fie fact that he spurned

t. 

2. If he picked out & personal cabinet he 
violated no precedent, and did nothing more 
than that which he was entitled to do. But 
even if his cabinet was disappointing to 
public expectation, and there is no evidence 
to that effect, he has removed cause for com- 
plaint by constituting himself a working ma 
jority at all its meetings. In other words 
Mr. Cleveland's cabinet is Mr. Cleveland, and 
fortunately he is a big enough man to give 
general attention and direction to the whole

3. Whatever may be said of Mr. Cleveland's 
inaugural, the moral of that address was that 
every pledge of the party would be redeemed, 
and it was in that address that Mr. Cleve- 
land said that if the party promises were not 
kept ‘“‘the people will hold us to swift and 
exacting accountability.”’

On the other hand it is be- 
coming clearer every day, and a sgpirit of 
conservatism seems to pervade the atmve- 
phere. The silver question is pressing for

Hie then proceeded to contrast the constitu- 
tions of Georgja prior to 1868 with the one of 
and that of 1877 to show that only 
last were the wicked prohibitions 
yoting public money to sectarian in- 
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acaiust 
stitutions. He admitted that so far as he 
was “at present advised no money had ever 


becu taken,’ directly or indirectly, from the 
’ treasury in aid of any church, sect or 
denomination of religionists or sectarian in- 
syiations;’ but he seemed to think 1it could 
hare been constitutionally done prior to the 
ecaustitution of I86S. He seems to suppese 
that, though all were b, our constitution of 
flos protected from being ‘“‘obliged to pay 
titles, taxes, or any other rate, for the build- 
iux or repairing any place of worship, or for 
the maintenance of any minister or winistry, 
coutrary to what he believes to be right, or 
hav& voluntary engaged to do,"’ yet after taxes 
were coliected they might-have been voted ta 
sectarian colleges. That is a view which, so 
far as I know, fas not been presented by any 
Other persor. 

He quote$ the guarantee of religious liberty 
in the constitution of 1801, and said, ‘“‘That 
is admirably put.’’ He failed to mention that 
in the constitution of 1800 was a better state- 
ment of tie guaranty. But he was not dis- 
cussing liberty of conscience except as it con- 
cerned constitutional restrictions of dona- 
tiols tO Sectarian institutions. They had been 
always forbidden by the spirit of our consti- 
tutions if uot by the letter, but ju 1865 they 
were forbiduen in most explicit .erms by re- 
siricting taxation to certain things ‘‘only,”’ 
there enumerated, nove of which, by any sort 
of construction, could embrace denominational 
colleges. It made his point stronger thus 
erroneously to postpone his alleged new era 
a few yeare later. 

Hie said: “It remained for the framers of 
the constitution of 1586S to strike the nrst blow 
&t reilgious institutions. ‘This instrument 
proubited the grunt of any donation or gra- 
tulty “to a@ sectarian corporation or assvucia- 
tion, = =ihis document was noi, however, re- 
gurcel as the work of Georgians, nor worthy 
of its best manhood.

‘Gave the natural and inalienable right to 
worship God, each according to the dictates 
of Gi? own conscience, aud no humayg authori- 
ty should, in any case, control or s&rfere 
wth such right of conscience.’

“besides this there is chis provision on this 
Bubject in this constitution: ‘No money shall

Dr. Miller could state his reasons far bet- 
ter, but the work is mine. He had many 
Precedents, in the constitutions quoted and 
Cited below, In 1848 the great agricultural 
tite -of Wisconsin declared: “Nor shall any 
‘1 hey be adrawa from the treasury for the 
“ al religidus societies or religious or 
aco Klcal Scminaries.’"” In 1850 Michigan 
: aed : “No money shall be appropriated or 
: WH from the treasury for the benefit of 
* age gattee fect or sects, theological or 
48 O¥8 Bselibary, nor shaw property belong- 
Ng to the State be appropriatea for any such 
burposes, Iu 1801, Indiana declared that

art of tue school fund,’”’ In 1857 Oregon de-

oe ‘Fical institution, nor shall any money Db.

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st a Fle either house of the legislative as. 
“'y.” Th 1859 Kansas declared that “no 
gl us sect or sects shall ever control any 
‘he the schogg gw university funds of this 
'e. In 1864 Nevada declared that “No 
| ‘rian instruction shall be imparted o1 
| ated in any school or university that may 
_'colishod under this constitution,” Also 
oath ote Marylaad forbade any gift, even 0) 
~ ned persons, without legislative sanction, 
4 ee or will te any minister, public teach.

Before that of 1877 acted the following con- 
stitutional precedents were added: In 1870 
Illinojs declared, “Nor shall any grant or do- 
nation of land, money, or other personal 
property ever be made by the state, or any 
such corporation, to any church, or for any 
sectarian purpose.’’ In 1873 Pennsylvania de- 
clared, “‘No money raised for the support of 
the public schools of the commonwealth shall 
be appropriated to or used for the support of 
any sectarian achool."’ In 1875 Missouri de- 
clard, “‘Neither the general assembly, nor any 
county, eity, town, townsbip, school district, 
or other municipal corporation, shall ever 
make an appropriation, or pay from any public 
fund whatever, anything in aid of any religi- 
ous creed, church or sectarian purpose, or to 
help to support or sustain any private or pub- 
lic school, academy, seminary, college, unj- 
versity or other institution ef learping con- 
trolled by any religious creed, church or sec- 
tarian denomination whatever; nor shall any 
grant or donation of personal property or real 
eatate ever be made by the state, or any 
county, city, town or other municipal corpora- 
tien for any religious creed, church or sec- 
tarlan purpose whatever.’’ In 1876 Colorado 
declared that “No sectarian tenetS or doc- 
trines shall ever be taught in the public 
schools, nor shall any distinction or classifica- 
tion of pupils be made on account of race or 
color.” And in 1876 Texas declared, “And no 
law shall ever be enacted appropriating any 
part of the permanent or available school 
fund to any other purpose whatever; nor 
shall the same or any part thereof ever be 
appropriated to or used for the support of any 
sectarian school.’’ , 

Going outside of state constitutions for ex- 
amples of such teachings, note the address 
made by General Grant in September, 1875, 
to the Army of Tennessee, as follows: ‘En- 
courage free schools and resolve that not one 
dollar of money appropriated to their support, 
no matter how raised, shall be appropriated 
to the suppdrt of any sectarjan school. Re- 
selve that neither the state nor nation, nor 
both combined, shall support institutions of 
learning other than those sufficient to afford 
to every child growing up in the land the op- 
portunity of a good common school education, 
unmixed with sectarian, pagan, or athejstical 
teneta, Leave the matter of religion to the 
family altar, the church, and the private 
school supported entirly by private contribu- 
tion. Keep the church and state forever 
separate.’’ , 

And in his first message to congress as 
president he suggested a constitutional amend- 
ment requiring the states to have free public 
schools for the rudimentary branches, but 
adding, ‘forbidding the teaching in saiq 
schools of religious, atheistic or pagan tenets, 
and prohibiting the granting of any school 
funds,.or school taxes, or. parf thereof, either 
be legislative, municipal or any other au- 
thority, for the benefit or in aid, directly or 
indirectly, of any religious sect or denomina- 
tion, or in aid or for the benefit of any other 
object, of any nature or kind whatsoever.” 

The very air of this country was full of the 
matter. In 1876 the democratje party, strug- 
gling to bring back the government to its 
proper sphere, emphasized among its articles 
of faith ‘‘the supremacy of the civil over the 
military authority,’’ and ‘“‘the total separation 
of church and state for the sake alike of civil 
and religious freedom.’’ And while Mr. Til- 
den’s letter of acceptance of the nomination 
for president dealt mainiy with the financial 
problems, Governor Hendricks in bis accep- 
tance of the nomination as vice president 
said, *“‘The man or party that would invovle 
our schools in poljtical or sectarfan contro- 
versy is an enemy to the schools. The com- 
mon schools are safer under the protecting 
care of the people than under the control of 
any party or sect. They must be neither sec- 
tariau nor partisan, and there must be neither 
division nor misappropriation of the funds for 
their support.’’ 

The situation jn Georgia was peculiar, in 
that our attention had been = specifically 
called thereto. Between the -conventions of 
1868S and 1877 a distinguished minister of the 
Methodist church. still among us and in active 
usefulness, formulated a plan for appropriat- 
ing a large sum from the state treasury to 
the university and Emory and Mercer and 
Oglethorpe, and providing for other churches 
which might estabiish colleges. It was first 
submjtted to a selected number of representa- 
tive men for comment. In presenting it he 
denounced the prohibition in the constitution 
of 1868 somewhat after the fashion of Judge 
Hines. Governor Brown, the leading Baptist 
in our state, explained that its author was Dr. 
Miller, a leading Mefhodist, and how its spirit 
was misunderstood by that author of the 
pian. Dr. Miller himself was there and justi- 
fied his action. The result was that the plan 
was published with the denunclation of the 
sectarian clause left out, and nothing came of 
that plan. I report oniy what I have beard 
about his prom ial. 

Again, in 1870, while I was reporter of the 
supreme court, the case of Maxey vs. Bell 
was decided. Brown, C. J., and Warner and 
McCay then composed the court. Bell was a 
Universalist an@ by another Universalist uad 
been made testamentary guirdian of his 
children, they to be ‘‘brought uyin habits of 
industry and (have) the principles of morality 
und a sense of moral obligation iustilled into 
their minds.’’ (The testator seems to have 
had Girard’s will in mind.) Maxey, the uncle 
of the children, alleged teat he was ‘“‘a Bap- 
tist ef long and good standing,’ but that 
said guardian had long been ‘an infidel of 
the order, denominated Universalists, who 
deny the gospel and profess to believe that all 
wili fimally be saved,’’ and Maxey prayed for 
Bell's removal from and his substitution into 
the guardianship. The unanimous decision 
was pronounced by Judge McCay. 
from the constitutiong gf 1861 and 1865 that 
none should be “‘prohibited from holding any 
public office or trust on agcount of his reiigious 
opinions.’’ We had copied those words from 
the constitution of Yirginia of 1850, which 
took “religious opinion” from Jetferson’s fa- 
mous statute of 1755 guaranteeing liberty of 
conscience. Proceeding, Judge McCay said 
for the court: Sy a play upow tLe word 
‘religion’ some orthodox peopie dd uot adwit 
that this protected one wyo,. bad opinions 
Which they did not think were religious. 
. * * ‘but our present constitution gives 
broader language. After using the language 
of the constitutions of 1861 and 1865, articie 
1, section 6, it adds another clause. Article 
1, section 12 is in these words: ‘No person 
shall be molested for his opinions, or be sub- 
ject to any civil or political advantage inp 
consequence of such opinions.’ This cuts at 
the root of the whoie matter—leaves not a 
single link of the oid chain by which, for so 
many centuries, men have tried to bind in 
fetters the human mind. 

“In Seorgia a man may think ag he please 
upon any subject, religious, philusophical or 
political, and is not, for that, under any 
civil or political disability. 

‘The office of guardian is a public trust, 
and these clauses declare no man incag ci- 
tated for that trust by reason of his opinions. 

“If men act badly, lead lives rendering them 
unfit to have the rearing of children, we will 
not say that the courts may not interfere. 
Kut over men’s opinions, by the laws of Geor- 


gia, we bave no jurisdiction, and we think | 


this a wise provision.’’ 

This opinion was cited and commented upon 
by Mr. Matthews, a leading Baptist, in the 
discussion in the convention of 1877, and I 
cited several of the constitutions above quoted. 

This article is long becaumw I determined 
that it was better to quote history than to 
state what I thought. it meunt. I write for 
readers who form their own conclusions. 

But long as it is, this review would be in- 
complete if it stopned here. 

Judge Hines calls th{s prohibition ‘‘a blow 
at the encouragement of religion and religious 
institutions,” and says that it “places under 
the ban these denominational institutions of 
learning; that it is “‘a narrow and contracted 
policy;’’ that “ff smacks of the same bigotry 
which breeds religious persecution. se 
man of his standing and reputation can be so 
far wrong, itis not idletogive spaceto un- 
cover the truth. I am not going into the 
argument as to the principle. That was set- 
tled here more than a century ago. 

But what is the history? In short it is this. 
When, in 1848 Wisconsin began these consti- 
tutional prohibitions, she had no state univer- 
sity. but she had a Catholic college and one 
at Detroit owned by the Prespyterian cluwh, 
and Lawrence uni¥erstty. owned by the Meth. 
odist church. Those three were the most nu- 
merous branches of the church there. When 
the great «tafe of Ohio acted in 1851 she had 
sixteen colieges, of which only six were non- 
denominational: four were Methodist. and the 
other six Baptist. Lutheran, Catholics, etc. 
These examples are fair specimens of all.

might well think the treasury should not be 
open to churches, whose members are so nu- 
merous and whose combined influence is 80 
great. They might misuse the treasury. 
is well for churches to pray ‘‘Lead us not 
into temptation,” as well in temporal as 10 
spiritual affairs. 
But I put the legislation upon a _ bigher 
plane. ‘ith rolling years we have outlived 
the old notions prevalent where there is a0 
established church. That legislation seems to 
be but the expression of the sentiment of 4 
free people, who have gradually but surely 
thrown off the idea that the church needs to 
w onght to lean upon the state. 
“When Christians see how wonderfully church 
institutions of learning, while relying , only 
on free-will offerings, have outstripped state 


institutions in number and wealth; 
when they know that in_ self-reliance 
is their greatest strength, they 
can smife at what Judge Hines calls ‘A 


blow at religion and religious institutions,” 
and will wonder that he should lament that 
sectarian institutions cannot be furnished with 
libraries by the public treasury, and thank 
God that our forefathers broke, aad their 
children bave kept asunder, the bands which 
once, in this fair land of liberty, united church 
and state. 

One small matter remains, Twice Juage 
Hines mentioned that I was author of the 
prohibition of 1877. What of it? It was 80 
unimportant in my esttmation that I bad for- 
gotten the fact until Judge Hines called at- 
tention thereto. Many times have I been a 
candidate since then, and most of my faults 
which had been found out, were published. 
But never until now was this imputed to me 
as wrong. [am glad, however, that he re- 
called the history and the scene. When I 
proposed it, I was surrounded by Christians of 
all denominatjom, and by graduates of all our 
colleges—Georgia’s chosen sons, and yet no 
one of them dissented. Sa far as the record 
shows, the vote for the ae was upal- 
imous. My explanation is finished.

Labor is abundant and cheap, hides 
easily procured, and why. should we not man- 
ufacture also our leather, and the articles 
in which it forms a component part? By 
this process we can ulmdersell tanners by any 
other method in use and produce as good if 
a a better article in a shorter period of 
time.

A Remarkable Revolutionary Leader in 
Nicaragua, 
From a New York Letter. 

Mr. I. D. Rockwood, formerly a NMeutenant 
in the United States revenue’ marine 
service, arrived in this city today 
direct from Nicaragua. He tells the 
following story of a Nicaraguan rey- 
olutionary leader: 

“My home is located in the very center of 
Nicaragua on a high plateau, where the year 
around the climate is cool and ipvigorating, 
It is far superior to California, although at 
one time I believed California the grandest 
in the world. 

“It is only on the coast of Nicaragua that 
one finds a heavy and damp climate, with ac. 
companying sickness. 

“It was early one morning not many weeks 
ago when I bid a lot of my neighboring 
planters goodby and startéd horseback on 
a two-hundred-and-tifty-mile ride to the south. 
ward. . 

“My plan was to strike*in at the head of 
Lake Nicaragua and then run down to the 
east coast on gome one of the numerous 
steamers always to be found on Lake Nica. 
ragua. 

“The 250 miles of my journey were safely 
accomplished and I, one evening, found my- 
self stopping for the night at a Little station 
on the headwaters of the lake. 

“To my disappoinment I found that not 
only had the revolution broken out in force, 
but that every steamer on the lake had been 
seized by the government forces. 

“I was in a quandary. I half decided to 
g0 back, but upon reflection determined to 
remain a short time and await developments. 
By good use of my eyes and ears, partieular- 
ly my ears, I learned of a small tug secreted 
bear by. 

“I determined to possess that tug and I suc- 
ceeded. I found it was necessary to store 
her for the trip, and for the purpose brought 
her round near the station.

STORY OF HIS DISTINGUISHED GAREER. 


The Democratic Opportunity~W hat Dem- 
ocrary Promised — The Currenoy 
Question—Favors an Income Tax. 


‘ew Georgians have ever enjoyed the 
conan and continued confidence of their 
follow citizens in larger measure than has 
Hon. Alfred Holt Colquitt, our present 
gopior senator im the congress of the United 
states. And he might easily have out- 
stripped every other man in the state’s his- 
wry in public honors continuously held if 
he bad been willing from the commence- 
went of hig career to have held official 
stations. 

Predestined to Publictty. 

He was born to distinction and providen- 
tially equipped for popular leadership, but 
he early declined his manifest calling and 
sought in the labors and luxuries of a 
pisuter’s life, as it uniquely existed in the 
south prior to the civil war, to make his 
goutributions to the progress and prosperi- 
ty of bis people, leaving the tribulations 
of polities and the trials of public position 
to those who had the insatiate craving 
for auch conflicts. Even when forced by 
popular pressure to serve the people in a 
high station he reasoned against the tes- 
¢:mony thus advanced and retired from the 
ofice at the first opportunity. 

S» that it may be said of him, as it could 
only be said of men like Cincinnatus, Wash- 
ington and Stonewall Jackson, that duty 
end not desire hag been the raison d’etre 
of his whole political and public Gevotion. 

Rut since the war and its entailed chaos 
in southern conditions made political ac- 
tivity the expression of the sincerest pa- 
triotism, no man in Georgia has been a 
more alert, prophetic and popular political 
leader than Alfred H. Colquitt. 

A Worthy Lineage. 


Sa far as the lineage of Senator Col- 
guttt is concerned it is sufficient to say to 
Georgians that he is the son of that great 
ang famous man, Walter T. Colquitt, who 
in the antebellum era occupied so large 
s place in the public affairs of the state 
and the nation. It would take more than 
a thick volume to tell of the excellent qual- 
ities, the superb services and the quaint 
traditions of humor and humanity that 
arise at the mention of his name. That 
name is etabalmed in the affections of the 
people of Georgia imperishably and In a 
niche of fame just a degree above that now 
allowed to his distinguished son, who is the 
subject of fiis article. If the career of the 
father was a proud one that of the son in 
times far more fateful has been specially 
illustrious. 

One of the first public appearances of Al- 
fred H. Colquitt on record is when he 
came to Milledgeville, the then capital of 
the state as the assistant secretary of the 
senate in the general assembly of 
1849-50. In that senate were 
many strong men, and many fierce issues 
were debated with consummate skill. Some 
of these debates were reported by Mr. 
Colquitt for The Macon Telegraph, and 
thns early he bezan to enter into the gpirit 
end study of political problems. In this 
position, he first made the personal ac- 
quaintance of Hon. Joseph E. Brown, then 
a senator from Cherokee, and who was in 
the long afterwards to become so im- 
portant a pelitical friend and ally. 

His Election to (Congress. 


In 1853, Mr. Colquitt became the candi- 
ate of the democratic southern rights 
onvention for congress against James 
ohnsua, Who was a strong political power 
n the second district. The result of a 
ery lively canvass was the electicn of 
Colquitt, and by his election the success 
of the ticket for governor, headed by Her- 
ehel Y, Johnson. He served two yeare in 
congress with distinguished ability, but was 
not enamored of congressional life, and 
refused to be considered for re-election. 
But, in 1857, in the great convention which 
resulted in the nomination of Joseph E. 
Brown for governor, Colquitt’s name was 
brought forward during the endeavors to 
compromiee the divisions that threatened 
to disrupt the convention and the party. 
The committee of compromise was appoint- 
ed, and Colonel Avery, in his “History of 
Georgia,” relates that, after the ballots in 
the committee had been written and de- 
posited, Linton Stephens moved that, with- 
out counting the ballots, Joseph E. Brown 
be recommended to the ecgrention; and 
that afterwards, through: euriosity, the 
written ballots were counted, and it was 
found that Alfred H. Colquitt had a ma- 
= of one. If, therefore, the committee 
ad acted upon their ballots instead of their 
viva voce vote, Colquitt would have be- 
come governor of this great state at the 
early age of thirty-one, and twenty years 
sooner than he did achieve that honorable 
offte. 

Afterwards, Colquitt was a representative 
in the general assembly from Baker county. 
and distinguished himself in his legislative 
career in championng all measures that 
promised good to the people of Georgia. 
and especially to the agricultural people. 
For them he had always entertained a 
most- sympathetic friendship. and in return 
they have always accorded to him their 
fullest confidence and enthusiastic support. 

In and After the War. 


During the war, Senator Colquitt was one 
Of the most gallant soldiers of the con- 


: 
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sederacy. le was colonel of the Sixth 
reorgia infantry, afterwards brigadier 
general and then major general, and his 


Career Ag a soldier was full of the dash, 
devotion and heroism which have charnae- 
reriz] him in every other relation of life. 
It was he who fought the famous little 
battle at Olustee, Fla., which caused the 
Suspension of federal operations in that 


region, and gave to the brave fighter the 
title of the “Hero of Olustee,” and by 
which title the old veterans love still to 


refer to him. After the war, he entered 
upon the pursuits of peaceful life in the 
endeavor to recuperate his broken fortunes 
and make for himself a quiet and peaceful 
Ife In a restored state. He engaged in 
bianting, only to find that under the radical] 
fegime all the conditions of success were 
lacking, and realized sadly enough that the 
0 d-fashioned life of the south could never 
he Te-established. His name was also as- 
Soclated with enterprises and endeavors

A Strong Talk by the Senator. 


A few days ago, the writer found it con- 
venient to make a brief visit to the beauti- 
ful and comfortable country home of Sen- 
ator Colquitt at Edgewood. Ihe senator 
was found in his light and cvzy study, 
and was as alert in spirits as of old, and 
seemingly as eager for the discussion of 


the great problems of current politics as 
ever. But he wanted to speak of them in 
the golem agsewb! of the 


senate afid in the eats of the whole Ameri- 
can people, for he is one of those who be- 
lieves that the times are sadly out of 
joint by reason of the ruinous republican 
policies of the recent past, and he feels 
that it ig the bounden duty of the triumph- 
ant and popularly trusted democracy to 
get together at the earliest possible mo- 
ment and cure these evils by reasonable 
and wise legislation. 

By dint of persuasion, the senator was 
induced to let me take some notes of the 
salient parts of bis discussion of the immi- 
nent situation and use them for the benetit 
of the readers of The Constitution. I am 
sure that the intelligent democrats of the 
state will pursue these terse and suggestive 
remarks by the senator with eagerness and 
interest. 

The Democratic Opportunity. 

“Senator, now that the democratic party 
is in the saddle, what do you regard as the 
logical lines of legislation devolving upon 


~_ 
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“Why, the democratic party finds itself 
for the first time in this generation in abso- 
lute power in the government and solely 
responsible for public affairs. For more 
than thirty years, though often controlling 
the house, sometimes the senate and once 
the president, it has been merely the party 
of opposition, as it never had the power of 
legislation. So well has it discharged the 
duties pertaining to defender and opposition 
that it has been entrusted now with abso- 
lute authority. Onerous as has been its 
responsibility in all these years, the burden 
is light in comparison with that which it 
must now carry. Not only must it conclude 
legislation—and by legislation I mean the 
repeal of old laws as well as the enactment 
of new ones—but it is pledged by solemn 
promise to the people that such legislation 
shall be in precisely thé opposite direction 
to that all along pursued by the republican 
party, which it has displaced in every de- 
policies?’ 
Republicaniam Repndiated. 

“You think the last election was a clear 
repudiation of the whole body of republican 
politics ?” 

“If the people had been satisfied with the 
republican policy in respect to the tariff, 
the finances and so on they would have re- 
tained that party in power. "They turned 
out the republican party because they dis- 
approved of what it had done, and they in- 
stalled the democratic party because they 
believed it would do what it has promised 
to do. I believe the people were in sober 
earnest last November when they entered 
judgment against the republican party for 
its shortcomings and that they will visit a 
like condemmatiom upon the democratic 
party swiftly and surely. if it fails in carry- 
ing Out its promises of relief.” 

What Democracy Promised. 


“What are those promises of relief upon 
which so much depends?” 

“Iirst and foremost are those respecting 
money and currency. ‘We hold to the use 
of both gold and silver as the standard 
money of the country, and to the coinage 
of both gold and silver without discriminat- 
ing against either metal or charge for mint- 
age,’ says the democratic platform, For 
the first eighty years of our constitution 
both gold and silver were the standard 
money of the country, and both metals were 
coined without discrimination and without 
charge for mintage. 'This democratic prom- 
ise simply restores our standard money to 
the condition prevailing from 1792 to 18738, 
and merely inyolves the repeal of an act 

assed by a congress republican in both 

ranches and signed by a republican presi- 
dent, though if is very evident that the 
far-reaching effect of the act was not known 
to the president or any considerable number 
of senators or members. Respecting that 
act I fully conctir in the bold statement of 
my friend, Senator Reagan, of Texag, which 
I heard him make in the senate, that ‘the 
act of congress demonetizing silver was the 
greatest legislative crime which has been 
committed in the history of mankind.’. What 
els@-can be said of an attempt to destroy 
by a single act one-half of the metal money 
of the world? Was there ever_anything 
like it in the history of legislation?” 


On the Currency Question. 


rtions between the 
and silver?” 
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is admitted on all sides that every country 
is @ sufferer except France. She does not 
complain because she has a plenty of pri- 
mary money, gold and silver money, and she 
does not need any additions to it because 
her population does not increase. There 
never has been a time when we, in this 
country, have had too much _ standard 
money, but nevertheless we are trying to do 
an increased business with an ever increas- 
ing population on half our money capital. 
What would be thought of a business house 
which voluntarily reduced its eapital from 
a million dollars to half a million and then 
tried to do more business than it ever did. 
ig is precisely the sifwation in this coun- 
ry 


“What will be the result of a continu- 
ance of that policy?’ 

“The result will be that prices, declining 
since 1873, will continue to decline, business 


depressions will follow, confidence will wane, 
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credits will be shortened and finally there 
be such a erisis and such distress 
as the world has never seen. The only way 
to prevent it is to increase the supply of 
standard primary mouvey and this can only 
be done by restoring -by law the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver, so that gold and 
silver, not gold alone, shall be the base upon 
which all credit money is erected and by 
which all values are determined. We can- 
not fully estimate the great wrong and 
wicked destruction which has been wrought 
by the demonetization of silver and the 
contraction of the volume of primary money. 
This policy has done more than all other 
governmental policies put together to in- 
crease the fortunes of the rich by impover- 
ishing millions of laborers and producers. 
It is too late to help that, but we can take 
away the opportunity for more of it.” 
The Gold Standard is Artificial, 


“But we are told that gold is the stan- 
dard money of the word in commerce and 
that we cannot afford to ignore so great a 
fact in dealing with our currency.” 

‘The statement that gold is a natural stan- 
dard and that it is the money of commerce 
is a mere bald assertion. It is the standard 
in those countries where it is made so by 
law and not otherwise, and instead of its 
being the money of commerce nearly seven 
times as many people as use the single 
gold standard employ either the silver or the 
double standard of gold and silver.” 

“Let the Deiuge Come!’ 


“But what about that fear that if we 
recognize silver as equivalent money with 
gold we shall be deluged with the surplus 
cheap silver of the world and drained of our 
gold?” 

“T have no fear of this country ever being 
deluged with silver. Would to God the 
deluge would come. I wish I could say with 
equal confidence that we shall not have a 
drought. I fear the time is coming when 
the supply of gold and silver will not be 
sufficient primary money for the use of the 
civilized world, but we can meet that sit- 
uation when it ig forced on us. All of 
the silver in Europe and the east is in use 
as money at a closer ratio to gold than our 
own and could not be sent here for coinage 
without considerable loss.” 

Why Siiver Is Discounted 

“Why, then, is the price of silver bullion 
so low and constantly declining in this 
country ?”’ 

‘“'™he fall in the gold price of silver 
bullion is due solely to legislation. There 
is no question about it. I have before me 
a table printed by the director of the mint 
showing the commercial ratio of silver bul- 
lion to gold bullion each year from 168; 
to 1892. In 1687 and 1688 it was 14.04 
to 1: in 1689 and 1690 it was 15.02 to 1; 
in 1870 and 1871 it was 15.57 to 1; lo 
1872 it was 15.63 to 1. In these 185 years 
the ratio became wider by only 7-10 of an 
ounce, that much more silver being required 
to offset an ounce of gold in 1872 than in 
1687. In the twenty years following 1872 
the ratio had increased rapidly, so that im 
1892 it took 23.72 ounees of silver bullion 
to buy one ounce of gold bullion. In- 
creased production of silver caused it, says 
some one. Not at all. For nine years fol- 
lowing 1872 the annual gold product ex- 
eeeded in value the silver product and In 
the last fifty years the total gold product 
has been re over 50 per cent more than 

. gilver product.’ 
tne Then - date back and locate the 
whole criminal conduct as to silver upon 
the demonetization act of 1873?” 

“The act of 1873, this and nothing else. 
eaused the fall in the gold price of silver 
pullion. Gold began to rise then in respect 
to silver and commodities; it is rising now 
and no man living can tell when it will 
stop rising unless the present ruinous ab 
suicidal policy is changed. 

The Present Sherman Law. 

“What is the attitude toward the pres- 
ent Sherman act for the purchase of silver 
bullion and the demand for its repeal?” 

“The Sherinan silver law is a ‘makesbift’ 
admitted to be so by everybody. This much 
however, must be said for it. There must 
be issued something like $45,000,000 an- 
nually of coin notes, which is practically 
the only addition to our paper money. We 
would have been much worse off without 
them than we now are, and as is the exist- 
ing status, and the contraction caused by 
their st ithout the substitution of

To hear these advocates of 
the single standard, one would be tempted 
to think that gold only was the ancient 
and universal currency of fe world and 
as old Tom Benton said, that they regard 
silver as a modern invention, an inno- 
vation and experiment, the device of some 
quack who deserved no better answer than 
be called humbug, and this reminds me 
of what this same old democratic veteran 
said: “To hear them discussing of sound 
me | and sound circulating medium one 
would suppose they considered silver un- 
sound, subject to disease, rottenness and 
death. Let me add that no one until these 
latter day plutocrats controlled the S4ances 
of the country, ever spoke of silver money 
as being unsound.” 

The Unhappy Condition of the Country. 

“Then I understand you to interpret 
the bad condition of the country and the 
rene to this war on silver?” 

‘Well, sir, let us look at the situation 
a few minutes. Here we are in our own 
country, which we claim to be the most 
favored part of the world, have come to 
such a pass that the large portion of our 
population find it hard to provide for them- 
seives and their families. We claim to be 
richer than any other people and yet mil- 
lions of our people are sustained just above 
the starving point. But with all of this 
wealth who is it that it blesses: how many 
homes does it supply with bread and cloth- 
ing? It is an enchanted wealth and be- 
longs to the few. ‘The demagogue with his 
loud futilities may exhaust himself and tickle 
his hearers in speaking of the grandeurs 
and glories of this coufitry, but the fact is 
undeniable, it cannot be glossed over. we 
can all see it, it is no fiction that the great 
mass of our population live in a state of 
anxiety and suspense as to how they are 
to make a living. ‘There are different opin- 
ions as to the origin and cause of this con- 


dition. I have my opinion. There may be 
and doubtless are, several causes, but Il 
speak plainly, honestly and unreservedly 


when I declare that the destruction of half 
the coin of this country by the demoneti- 
zation of silver has been more potent than 
any other cause in producing this sad. mel- 
ancholy condition. I know of no period in 
this southern country when it has fared 
worse, soul and body, with the great mass 
of our population.” 
The State Bank Tax. 


“What do you think of the relief pro- 
posed in the repeal of the tax on state bank 
issues?” 

‘That state bank issue is not a national 
issue, except as the federal tax on state bank 
I do not believe, and 
never have believed, that congress had a 
right to tax state bank notes. I have voted 
in the senate to repeal the statute imposing 


this tax and I shall do it again whenever I | 


have an opportunity. If the people of 
Georgia. want the right to establish state 
banks to issue notes the legislature should 
give it to them and no act of congress ought 
to stand in the way. A strictly local cur- 
rency can do a great deal of good and 
I do not see how it can harm anybody.” 
Favors an Inovume Tax. 


“What is your position on the proposed 
graduated income tax?’”’ 

“T am in favor of an income tax. One 
creat merit in it is that it is collected from 
people who are able to pay and have some- 
thing with which to pay. The Georgia 
farmer pays taxes on his farm whether it 
is productive or not; he pays taxes on food, 
clothing and shelter and nearly everything 
else he ‘consumes, whether he is blessed 
with an income or has to face an outgo. 
Why not tax incomes, especially abnormal 
ones. England collected $80,000,000 in 1888 
by a 3 1-3 per cent income tax. In 1866 
we collected nearly $73,000,000, of which 
$34,500,000 was on incomes over $05,000. 
It is objected that the tax is inquisitorial 
and that. it will be collected from 
the active and energetic. This plea would 
be good against our state taxes. We all 
have to return our property under oath 
to the tax receiver and the more we have 
the more we pay. Taxes are taxes. None 
of us like to pay them and it is never very 
convenient, but it takes money to run the 
government and, in my judgment, the few 
to whom the many pay tribute ought not 
to complain at an income tax. Of all taxes 
it is the easlest for the taxpayer to dis- 
charge.” 

Tariff Reform or Treachery. 


“Now, senator, what about tariff reform? 
Is it a continuing issue and do you think 
any real reform of the tariff iniquities can 
be inaugurated speedily?” 

“Tha demoaratic platform adopted at 
Chicago last year not only favors a tariff 
for revenue only, but declares all other 
tariffs unconstitutional. It is hardly nec- 
‘ssary for me to say that I heartily en- 
dorse it. I have contended all my life for 
a revenue tariff and opposed to the utmost 
of my ability the principle, policy and prac- 
tice of protection. I never have believed 
or ean belive in the right of any govern- 
ment to tax one man or class for the ben- 
efit of other men or Glasses. Because of 
this long cherished belief I favored an extra 
session of congress in the early spring so that 
the McKinley law might be forthwith. re- 
pealed and a strictly revenue tariff be sub- 
stituted in ita atead. This should be done 
as soon as congress meets and it cannot be 
called together too soon for this work. 

What Democracy Sbvuld Do. 

“What, then, as 4 resume of the whole 
situation, should be included in the demo- 
cratic policy?” = 

“The policy of the democratic party 1n- 
cludes the free and unlimited coimage of 
silver, the increase of the volume of cir- 
culating money, the repeal of the McKinley 
law and the institution of a tariff for 
revenue only, the repeal of the 10 per 
cent tax on state bank notes~fnd the de- 
struction of unjust monopolies and “trusts. 
The great majority of democrats earnestly 
favor these measures, and if the party be 
courageous and patriotic enough to adopt 
them and to show its devotion to the rights 
and interests of the people, it will per- 
petuate its power and command universal 
contidence and support. i 

“You believe the party will redeem its 
pledges, of course?” 

“lam not to be understood in these re- 
marks to doubt the wisdom and justice 
of the aime and measures of the @emo- 
cratic party. As we understand, from its 
declaration in platform and conventfons, 
these measures are wise, patriotic and 
just. The democratic party is the party 
of the masses against the classes. It is 
opposed to a protective tariff, the growing 
power of corporate and associated wealth, 
and to a consolidated republic which recog- 
nizes no constitutional restraints. It is in 
favor of a constitutional currency, of state 
rights, strict construction of the constitu- 
tion, low taxes, economical administration 
of the government, the relief of the people 
from all unnecessary burdens and the 
amelioration by all proper legislative en- 
actments of the condition of the poorest 
and most numerous class. It is the party 
of humanity. It seems to me that it should 
be the duty of every patriot to advance its 
interests as long as it holds to these pur- 
poses,”’

“You st&nd then, senator, for a complete 
reversal of the republican policy and the 
rompt and vigorous establishment of the 
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that peace and_ prosperity is largely

Dr. O’Daniel Returns from a Trip tothe West, 
Where He Saw and Heard Much. 

Dr. W. O’Daniel, principal physician of 
the penitentiary, reacued AUianta yesterday 
aiter an absence of two weeks, which he 
had spe&t in the west. He attended two 
medical conventions while away and took 
in the world’s fair. 

He went first to the convention of the 
National Association of Railway Surgeons, 
held at Omaha May 3fSt and the two suc- 
ceeding days. From there he went to Mil- 
waukee |.2d was present at the meeting of 
the American Medical Association. 

Both conventions were largely attended. 
At Milwaukee delegates were present from 
every state and territory and from Canada 
and England. Dr. Ernest Hart, of Lon- 
don, made an address on cholera, which was 
regarded as a valuable contrivution. He 
said that no community can have cholera 
that does not_invite it by habitual contam- 
ination of its water supply. Cholera is a 
disease that is not catching from person to 
person, but the germs have to be swallowed. 
They are in impure food and water. Chol- 
era used to take twenty years to go around 
the world. Now, with quick transporta- 
tion, 1t may move from one continent to 
another in a few weeks. In five months 
after starting from Cashmere last year it 
reached Hamburg. It follows the lines of 
travel. Quarantine is no safeguard against 
it, the doctor declared. Fumigation anda 
sprinklings do not avail. People should not 
drink water that is likely to be contami- 
nated. Mineral waters that are known to 
be pure are perfectly safe. The doctor’s 
paper was ordered printed by the associa- 
tion and will be distributed.

THE NEWS OF MACON 


Happenings of the Day in the Thriving 
Central City. 


IMPORTANT DECISION OF JUDGE SPEER. 


G. 8S. & F. Bondholders to Meet—Macon 
Bankers Were Honored at the Con- 
vention--Other Macon Matters 


Macon, Ga., June 10.—(Special.)—Judge 
Speer made a very important ruling to 
fay in the United States court in the case 
of Norman W. Dodge vs. Luke Livingston. 
The defendant had been enjoined by decree 
of the court, November 4, 1501, from inter- 
fering in any manner with certain lots of 
land of plaintiff, lying in Montgomery 
county. In spite of that injuaction it fs al- 
leced that Livingston cut down a quantity 
of timber on Dodge's land, and sold the 
same. Hill, Harris_& Birch, attorneys for 
Dodge, filed a petition. citing the above 
tatement of facts and asked that rule nisi 
be issmed calling on Livingston to show 
cause why he should not be attached for 
contempt of court. The case ceine con for 
trial today on rule nisi. Several witnesses 
were examined. There being a conflict of 
testimony in regard to the settlement, 
which defendant said was pending, and af- 
ter argument of counsel Judge Speer decided 
that the case should be heard by jury on 
June 16th. Mr. F. H. Burch represented 
Livingston. Judge Speer’s ruling is very in- 
teresting and the substance of what he raid 
is here given: 

The power of the court to punish by con- 
tempt violations of its orders and decrees, 
while necessary for the administration of jus- 
tice and the enforcement of that respect due 
to those tribunais which eg have con- 
stituted to perform judicial duties, is an ex- 
ceedingly grave trust to the court and should 
in all cases be exercised with very great cau- 
tion. Now the record in this vast litigation 
from the beginning wili, I think, show that 
this @ourt bas been very strenuous in its ef- 
forts to enforce a respect to its judgmems, 
that was thought to be due not only to the 

arty litigant who prevailed @® the suit 
mt also to the judicial Systefn to which this 
court beloMms. While this ig true, it is also 
true, that if in any case a record is presented 
where the liberty of a citizen is at stake 
aod where the eFideuce ts fairly in dispute, 
the judge ‘should emleavor to give to the 
citizen the right to such a trial as he would 
have if he was indicted for a criminal of- 
feuse; and the presiding judge of this court 
has made up his mind that in all such cases, 
wherever it seems proper to do 80, the Tssues 
of fact in the case shall be submitted to 
the jury. This is tue the defendant, and 
“it will induce a sharing of the responsibility 
of the deprivation to the citizen of his Iiber- 
ty, and the enforcement of the respect due 
to the law, between the jury and the court. 
which under the circumstances is entirely 
proper. 

It is moreover true that it is not perhaps 
entirely just to the court that its most extra- 
Ordinary process of contempt should be in- 
voked against a number of parties who have 
Violated its decrees, and then that the proceed: 
ings had as @fesult of that application should 
be settled between the parties. 

Mr. Hill: “No case bas ever been settled 
without first md¥%ing an anuouncmeut to the 
court, as in the Browning case this murning.” 

But even that places the court at a con- 
siderable disadvantage. The judge ought nev- 
er to be reguired to stand between the parties 
and a settlement, even where the respect 
due the law has been disregarded by the 
parties. That would make it eveh more 
onerous upon the judge than perhaps to go on 
end insist that ne should try the issue without 
the intervention of a jury. If, for instauce, 
fn the case of Browning settled this moruing 
the judge had said this case shall not be sot. 
tied, the judge would be put in the attitude 
of standing out for the dignity of the court 
aod the aufhority of the law, when the 
People desire to settle the case, and while the 
court does not question the entire good faith 
or counsel and the Dénetirpence of Ghe purpose 
Which actuated him, the difficulty of that 
proceeding is that it places the court in the 
attitude where it may be misconstrued by 
the public. who are altegether interested, 
4nd where the use of tlit great power of 
proceding by contempt may be misunderstood 
As used for the purpose of interference in the 
Collection of debts or a compliance with a 
settlement made.

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FOR MANSLAUGHTER 


Was the Verdict Against Porter Stocks 
Found Yesterday. 


THE JURY WAS OUT THREE HOURS. 


Stocks Has Very Little to Say About the 
Jury’s Finding—The Plea of Former 
Jeopardy Goes, 


Leaning anxiously forward, his face pale 
and his countenance showing plainly the 
emotion that he must have felt, Porter 
Stocks llistened to the verdict of the jury es 
it was read by Colonel Wellborn Bray. 

His anxiety was so great and the sus- 
pense so terrible, that Mr. Reuben Arnold, 
secing the mental strain under which his 
client was resting, looked over the shevlder 
of the counsei for the state, glanecid at the 
written verdict, and announced .n a whieper 
to Stocks that he bad been fount gvilty of 
voluntary manslaughter. 

All this occurred yesterday afternoon, just 
at 5 o'clock. 

The moment that the verdict was read 
and the jury thanked by Judge Clark, the 
foreman of the jury, Mr. Richard Harns, 
sprang from the jurors’ box and pressed 
forward to shake hands with Porter Stocks. 
Before he congratulated Stocks Llarris ask- 
of Mr. Reuben Arnold, Jr., if it was in 
order to do so. The young attorney replied 
yes, and the juror grasped the prisoner by 
the hand, and said: 

“T was fer your acquittal from the start.” 

Judge Clark stated that he would not 
sentence the prisoner at the time, and he 
will probably pass sentence tomorrow. 

The defense will carry the plea of for- 
mer jeopardy up to the supreme court, where 
they hope-to secure a favorable verdict, de- 
spite the fact that Judge Richard Clark 
overruled the motion. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Rg@iben Arnold, ‘we will 
make the fight now on the plea of former 
jeopardy. We will take it into the supreme 
court, and see every hope of winning. As 
to the verdict today I do not care to make 
any statement.” 

The closing speech was made by Colonel 
Reuben Arnold, for the defense, and his 
argument was an eloquent one. 

In opening his speech he was inclined to 
be both humorous and sarcastic. He scored 
Solicitor Hill unmercifully, all of which the 
solicitor took good naturedly. 

He referred to Solicitor Hill’s reference 
to Joe Moody, and took occasion to remark 
that the solicitor himself was not overbur- 
dened with beauty by any means. He 
thought that there was just one cirance of 
the solicitor being aaved, and that was to 
be turned into a bullfrog, as what was the 
animal which he resembled. Colouel Arnold 
was inclined to believe that the frog-solici- 
tor’s refrain would be “jug-er-rywm.’” The 
colonel then read a few lines of alleged 
poctry dedieated to Solicitor Mill. 

After this little jocularity Colonel Arnold 
settled down to the facts in the case and 
began the speech of his life. He jumped on 
witness after witness, tearing their evidence 
into flinders. 

Nim Baird was the special object of his at- 
tacks and he declared that it was his belief 
that Baird did not see the killing, for if 
he hefi been as near to the door at the 
time as he said he was he could have pre- 
vented the sad affair. He declared that the 
statement of Porter Stooks was true, every 
word of it, and intimated that the pr secu- 
tion was more of a persecution. 

It was a few minutes befure 1% o'clock 
when Colonel Arnold ceased to speak, and 
the conclusion of his rpeech was tollowed 
by the charge of the judge. Judge Clark de- 
fined murder, voluntary and inveiuntary 
manslaughter, and the laws governing self- 
defense. 

There were three things to be considered: 
was the provocation sufficient, had the time 
between the two encounters been suff cient 
for the voice of reason to be Leard, cid the 
passion still exist. The threats of Cassin 
were not sufficient grounds to warrant a 
verdict of self-defense. The dying declera- 
tion of Cassin was spoken of by Judge 
Clark, as was tle statement of the defen- 
dant, Stocks. 

In fact the judge’s charge did not differ 
substantially from the one made by him at 
the former trial. 

Judge Clark directed that the jurors 
should be given dinner before taking the 
case uniter consideration. [his was done, 
and it was half-past 1 9o’clock when the 
jury entered the jury room. 

All during t-e speech of Colonel Aracid 
and the delivery of the charge to the jury 
by the judge, the crowd had packed the 
room like sardines. In the afternoon the 
numbers had apparently iuereased and the 
interest did uot appear to have «bated in 
the least. For three hours many of them 
stood up awaiting the return of the jury 
with the verdict, which meant life or dcath 
for a human being. 

About twenty minutes before § o'clock 
the jury builiff*asked the sheri for pen 
and ink. No sooner had the pen aud ink 
been secured than a bailiff was sent in 
quest of Judge Clark, as the calling ‘ur the 
articles named was accepted by tke ecurt 


officers as the usual sign -f the finding of | 


a verdict. 

Porter Stocks began to show bis first 
sign of nervousness after the indications of 
an early verdict.

As soon as the jury was seated Judge 
Clark asked if a verdict had been returved, 
and the answer Was in the atfirmative. He 
directed Colonel Bray, representing the 
prosecution, to receive it. 

The verdict was written on the indict- 
ment found against Stecks, and Colonel 
Bray had some difliculty in finding it. 

“We, the jury, find the defendant guilty 
of voluntary manslaughter,” was what 
Uolonel Bray read. 

‘he verdict read, the friends of Stocks 
pressed about him, sfaking hig hand and 
congratulating him ypon the outcome of 
his second trial. 

There is hafdly any necessity for a review 
of the Stocks case, as. the killing - of 
Cassin is still fresh in the minds 
of The Constitution readers and the testi- 
mony offered in the last trial has certainly 
refreshed that memory. The verdict was 
neither expected nor unexpected, as public 
Opinion was divided. 

In regard to the prisoner, Porter Stocks, 
he has borne himself in a reproachless man- 
ner since the killing of Cassin and his 
jailers say that he was splendid prisoner. 

The length of the sentence is still unde 
termined, but that it will be at least tive 
years is the public opinion. The time of 
imprisonment in a case of voluntary maun- 
slaughter is from one to twenty years. 

‘ What Porter Stocks Says. 


Porter Stocks was seen last night at 
the jail by a Constitution reporter. He 
seemed to be in a very cheerful mood, but 
hig manner was not in the least bit jocular. 
“ZT hardly know what to say under the 
circumstances,” said Porter. “I believe 
that the oath of a juror is the most sacred 
between heaven and hell. Even if 1 had 
been found guilty of murder without recow-

Commissioner of Public Works Wrylie has 


just completed his report of the amount of 


work done on the streets for the month of 
May. The report shows how much money 
Was expended during the month and how it 
was divided up in the various wards. 

The amount of grading done tn ward 3 was 
greater during the month jugt past than in 
any other ward in the city and was nearly 
40 per cent of ¢he whole amount done. Ward 
1 required less work of that kind thafti any 
of the others and took only a trifle over 2 
per cent of the total. There wWasonly one 
ward that required the relaying of side- 
walks, the sixth, and the amount spent for 
that was considerably less than $200, The 
fourth was the only ward requiring guttering 
and but $52,80 was expended in that direc- 
tion. The first was the only ward in the 
city that required the building of manholes. 
Altogether the report 1s rather a pleasing one 
and argues well for the general condition 
of repair in which the city is kept.

AND SAVE .VON POLNITZS NECK. 


; j Intention to 
Absence of Proof Showing 
Kill, and the Letters of the Judge, the 
Solicitor and the Jury Won Him. 


— 


The commutation of Dr. Von Polnitz’s 
sentence from hanging to life imprisonment 
in the penitentiary has brought some criti- 
cism on Governor Northen. He is fhor- 
oughly conscientious, and when he makes 
up his mind that a thing 1s right, he goes 
ahead and resolves to take the consequences, 
whether they are in the line of appopval 
or ensure. He is, perhaps, & little more 
sensitive than most public men, but he 


stands and takes it. : oe 

One thing in connection with the criti- 
cism on his recent action rather” gets him. 
It is the declaration that the governor has, 
by commuting the sentence of a man der 
sentence: of death, discouraged the spirit 
of the one public movement in which, apovo 
everything else, he is most deeply interest- 
ed. Taat is his crusade against uw 
law and his effort to suppress it, a policy 
to which his administration # committed, 
and with which he has personally iden®fied 
his influence. It has been said: “W hat is 
the use in waiting for the law to pursue its 
slow course, if, after conviction of the 
guilty, they are to be spared the penalty? 
And why not settle with the gyilty at once 
by mob law?” 

The governor says that if the facts in the 
case were fully understood, he is sure that 
the commutation would give satisfaction. 
He labored with the appeal for clemency 
for a long time. At first, he did not think 
that there was ground for clemency. The 
facts in the case came out slowly, partly 
because some of them were disconnected 
with the guilt or innocence of the accused. 
For instance, the fact that the prisoners 
lawyers were not appointed until the after- 
noon before he was put on trial, and did 
not haye time to prepare their case, Is a 
matter that bore on the case. And there 
were other points. 

A brief of the case would cover about 
this ground: Dr. Von Polnitz was an old 
man, of weak mind, who married a Miss 
Pullen, of Cave Spring, Floyd county. 
They lived at Bainbridge. He was gissi- 
pated, aud the evidence on the trial was 
that she would go into a barroom herself 
and take a drink—or it was so stated on 
indisputuble authority to the governor. Von 
Polnitz beat his wife, and the people in 
the adjoining room heard her plead for 
mercy. ‘Lhey did not think that her hus- 
baw was trying to kill her. After the 
assault, she walked th mile, 
took the train and rode svVU miles to 
ber former home, where she died in a few 
days. Von VPolnitz left for Florida. He 
was hunted up by Sheriff Patterson, ot 
Deeatur county, and carried back to Bain- 
bridge. At first, the vommunity wanted 
him executed. ‘The sentiment was that it 
was a brutal murder, and that the full 
penalty of the law sbould te visited on 
him. Von Polnitz had no money with 
which to employ counsel, and the court ap- 
pointed two young lawyers to defend lim. 
This was done on the afternoon before he 
Was put on trial. His counsel had never 
conducted an important case, and were in- 
experienced. The prosecuting ofjicer, Soli- 
citor General Spence, is an able attorney, 
and skillful. He conducted his side of the 
case in a strong manner. The doctor who 
attended Mrs. Von Polnitz wag not present 
to testify, and his evidence as to whether 
she died from the injuries inflicted by Von 
Polnitz was not produced. Evidence got 
in that more experienced lawyers might 
have succeeded in having ruled out. This 
Was intimated by the supreme court when 
it passed on the case. : 

The strongest point of all in favor of the 
prisoner was the absence of testimony go- 
ing to show that Von Polnitz intended to 
kill his wife. In the law, that is a very 
important point. That was really the turn- 
ing point with the governor in his consider- 
ation of the appeal for clemency. The 
judges of the supreme court, the solicitor 
who prosecuted him, Judge Bower, who 
presided, all said that was a material 
point. 

This is more fully covered in the letters 
from the judge of the court and the solicitor 
general below. Many prominent citizens 
wrote to the governor, asking him to com- 
mute the sentence. All told him that they 
did not consider the émme such as waggunt- 
ed the hanging of the prisoner. It was 
shown conclusively that the sentiment of 
the county changed completely after hear- 
ing the evidence, and that the people al- 
most unanimously desired the goverrror to 
save the man’s life. : 

The following lettera which passed be- 
tween the governor and the officers of the 
court contain the reasons which influenced 
the executive to commute the gentence: 

Boekivg Light. 

Governor Northen, addressing Judge 
Bower in a letter replying-to a brief re-. 
quest for a commutation, said: 

As I understand it, Polnitz has had a fair 
trial before a jury of his peers, his case has 
been carried to the supreme court, and he is 
put into my hands as a man quite deserving 
of death, so far as tir decisions of the courts 
are concerned. 1 have attempted to make 

rominent in my administration of the state's 
nterests the enforcement of law by maintain- 
ing the action of the courts. After a long de- 
lay and a full opportunity given for the most 
thorough investigation of the charge against 
Polnitz, and he himself being represented— 
as L must believe—by wens Angst attorneys, 
to have the governor come in and defeat the 
ends of justic—? must believe would be very 
hurtful to the general interests of society 
and the maintenance of law and order.

No one can review their action 
in not making a recommendation buf the govy- 
ernor, and he not upon a legal view, but a 
moral view of the question in the light of the 
evidence, 

I respectfully present these as the reasons 
I have for recommending commutation of his 
punishment. It seems to me that these reas- 
ons will address themselves to all right-think- 
ing people who are in favor of the enforce- 
ment of the law with rigor, but with the cau- 
tion that mercy would dictate to prevent in- 
justice, and will not have_a tendency to in 
crease mob feeling. bee 

This will net be abrogating the solemn 
judgments of courts, but only fempering the 
action of the iury in their absolute province 
with a clémeitcy> that may prevent an irre- 
parable wrong. 

1 therefore respectfully ask again your 
clemeucy so far only as to commute his pun- 
ishmend. 

Requested by the Grand Jury. 

The grand jury of Decatur county made a 
special presentment and recommendation ask- 
ing commutation for Von Polnitz. This is 
the strongest sort of appeal that could be 
made. ‘The presentment was sigued by every 
member of the jury and was endorsed vy 
Juuge Dower. 

wa-Senator Dave Russell, who was an 
old schovlboy of the governor's years back, 
wrote a very strong letter urging executive 
clemency. ‘To this Governor Northen replied 
in & way to draw him out more. Colonel 
Russell wrote again. He said that fully 
nine-tenths of the people of Decatur county 
wanted Von Polnitz’s sentence commuted. 
In the course of his letter be said; “I do 
not think a petition to you to temper justice 
with mercy by the exercise of your preroga- 
tive is asking you to become a vourt of 
review, or to set aside the rulings of the 
courts; in granting mere clemency you ad- 
mit the justice of the conviction, and do 
not set aside the finding of the court con- 
victing, but merely temper the administra- 
tion of punishment. This is a right that has 
been fully exercised since I have been old 
enough to observe such things, not vnly in 
our own state, but in many of the otHer 
states of the union. I can remember of but 
one Case occurring since I came to the bar 
(a quarter of a century ago) where the exe- 
cutive refused a commutation or mitigation 
of sentence where the same subsequent to 
the trial was earnestly requested by the pre- 
siding judge aud the solicitor generai or 
prosecuting ofhcer, backed by a general 
voice of the community, and that was the 
case of Susan Eberhart, from Webster 
county, during the administration of Gover- 
nor J. M. Smith.” 

For his refusal to exercise clemency in 
that case Governor Smith was widely and 
severely criticised throughout his life, 

. . M. Hammond, of Thomasville, one of 
the leading lawyers of the state, wrote that 
he could think of’ nothing which should ex- 
cite resentment or evoke criticism if the 
governor should see proper to exercise clem- 
ency. Colonel Hammond wrote that he was 
present at the trial and heard all the sevi- 
dence given on the stand.
